E w art-B iggs, 54, a monocle- 
w earing O x ford gra d u a te and 
nov elist, came to his p ost here from 
Paris less than two weeks ago. He is 


believ ed to be the first British of­ 
ficial killed in the Irish rep u blic 
since the Irish war of ind ep end ence 
in the early 19 20s The British Em­ 
bassy in Du blin was bu rned fou r 
y ears ago by a mob enraged when 
British p aratroop ers killed 13 u n­ 
armed civ ilians d u ring a d emonstra­ 
tion in Northern Ireland .

P rim e M inister Liam 
C osgrav e held an em ergency 
meeting with his cabinet and said his 
gov ernment v iewed the killings 
* with shock and rev u lsion 
Irish of­ 
ficials canceled their attend ance at 
p u blic fu nctions and ord ered flags 
lowered to half-staff on all p u blic 
bu ild ings. 
“The atrocity fills all d ecent Irish 
p eop le with a sense of shame 
said 


Cosgrav e. “ The gov ernment is d eter­ 
mined that all the resou rces at its 
d isp osal will be u sed to ensu re that 
the p erp etrators are brou ght to ju s­ 
tice and face the fu ll rigors of the 
JgW 11 
In Lond on, a Foreign Office 
sp okesman said , “ We hav e all been 
grav ely shocked and griev ed at the 
news, bu t we d o not hav e fu ll 
d etails.” The sp okesman said British 
Prim e Minister Jam es Callaghan 
wou ld m ake a statem ent in the 
Hou se of Commons later tod ay . 
The Cosgrav e statem ent said he 
had p ersonllay ex p ressed “ con­ 
d olences and regrets” to Callaghan 
Police said it was too soon to say 
whether the ex p losion was the work 
of the Irish Rep u blican Army , the 
ou tlawed u nd ergrou nd army waging 


a gu errilla war of bombs and bu llets 
— v iolence aimed at end ing British 
ru le in Northern Ireland and u niting 
it with the rep u blic. 
Officials said Miss Cooke was 
p riv ate secretary to Cu bbon, who is 
resp onsible 
for im p lem enting 
Britain's continu ing d irect ru le in 
Northern Ireland They had trav eled 
here Tu esd ay night from Belfast on 
what was d escribed as a rou tine fa­ 
miliarization trip . Cu bbon is re­ 
gard ed as the right-hand man to 
Merly n Rees, the British minister 
d irectly resp onsible for Northern 
Ireland 
In the confu sion after the ex ­ 
p losion on a road abou t 150 y ard s 
from the gates of the ambassad or's 
resid ence, first rep orts said the ex ­ 
p losion was d u e to a booby -trap 
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bomb in the car. Later, it was estab­ 
lished that the car ran ov er a land 
mine 
A p assing janitor. Jim Markin, 
said he saw two men ru nning across 
an ad joining field after the ex p lo­ 
sion. 
“ I was coming rou nd a com er 
when I heard a tremend ou s bang.” 
he said “ 1 ran toward it and saw two 
men sp rinting across the field s One 
of them wore a blu e hat 
He said p olice were on the scene 
within second s 
The blast occu rred ju st after the 
ambassad or's car came ou t of the 
gates of the seclu d ed mansion on the 
sou thern ou tskirts of Du blin and into 
Mu rp hy stown Road , en rou te to the 
British Embassy abou t eight miles 
away . 
The car. a Jagu ar, was thrown into 
the air and land ed u p sid e d own in the 
crater where the mine had been bu r­ 
ied 
Two Irish d etectiv es were fol­ 
lowing the ambassad or in another 
car 
The blast shattered their 
wind shield , bu t they were not hu rt 
Police immed iately sealed off the 
area while a helicop ter hov ered 
abov e the scene Mu rp hy stown Road 
was blocked by the crater and the 
car ly ing on its back 
The blast hu rled ru bble 100 y ard s 
away . First estimates were that 
sev eral hu nd red p ou nd s of ex p losiv es 
had been u sed in the mine

Up 
to 7 0,000 cannery w orkers are 
emp loy ed at the p eak of the harv est 
season, which is now getting u nd er 
fu ll steam. 
Agricu ltu ral lead ers ap p ealed to 
Presid ent Ford to interv ene with a 
Taft-Hartley inju nction tor an 8 0-d ay 
cooling-off p eriod 
Shortly after the walkou t began, 
Director Jam es F. Scearce of the 
Fed eral Med iation and Conciliation 
Serv ice su mmond ed both sid es to 
Washington for talks Thu rsd ay . 
“ It is ex tremely imp ortant that 
ev ery effort be mad e to settle this 
d isp u te as q u ickly as p ossible in 
ord er to av ert the loss of food 
crop s,” Scearce said . 
Ross Wu rm of Califoria Proc­ 
essors, Inc., said California p rod u ces 
all of the nation's canned ap ricots, 
cling p eaches and fru it cocktail 
The state also tu rns ou t abou t 85 
p er cent of the tomatoes, inclu d ing 
p eeled tomatoes, tomato ju ice, cat­ 
su p ana tomato sau ce, p rod u ced in 
the United States, Wu rm said . 
Cannery rep resentativ es said 
there is no way to estim ate the im­ 
med iate effects the strike will hav e 
on the p ric e s of the affe c ted 
v egetable and fru it p rod u cts. 
The p rocessors, howev er, hav e 
larger su p p lies than u su al sitting in 
warehou ses and that cou ld tou ghen 
their bargaining stand . 
Fred d y F. Sanchez, chief ne­ 
gotiator for the California Cou ncil of 
Cannery and F ood 
Processing 
Unions, said he will go to Washington 
for the talks bu t that ‘ in the interv al, 
the strike will continu e.

Vik ing de te c ts nitroge n, a rgon 
grases 
Hint life could flourish on Mars 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - The 
Viking 1 robot p robe has d etected 
nitrogen and argon gases in the Mar­ 
tian atmosp here in su fficient abu n­ 
d ance to make scientists more op ­ 
timistic that life cou ld flou rish there. 
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While not p rov id ing any ev id ence 
of life, p ast or fu tu re, the d iscov ery 
bv the p robe as it d escend ed toward 
Tu esd ay ’s historic Mars land ing 
su ggest that Mars had a d enser, 
more life-nu rtu ring env ironment in 
the p ast. 
Together with Viking’s find ings 
from orbit that water once flowed in 
riv ers on the p lanet, the d iscov ery of 
nitrogen means that all the essential 
factors for life cou ld hav e been p re­ 
sent at some time, said Project 
Scientist Dr Gerald Soffen. 
“ The stewp ot’ was there to d o the 
kind of organic chemistry req u ired 
for biogenesis (sy nthesis of liv ing 
organism s),’ ’ said Soffen “ Whether 
it took p lace or not we d on’t know.” 
The p resence of argon, an inert gas 
also fou nd in the E a rth s a t­ 
m osp here. is giv en off by the 
rad ioactiv e d ecay or elements in the 
p lanet’s cru st The fact that Mars 
has a relativ ely large abu nd ance 
now, said Dr. Michael McElroy of 
Harv ard Univ ersity , ind icates the at­ 
mosp here at one time was mu ch 
d enser. 
From the abu nd ance of argon, it 
can be d ed u cted that nitrogen mu st 
hav e been p resent early in the 
p lanet s history , he told a news con­ 
ference, 
“ If y ou look at what we need for 
life,” said McElroy , referring to 
Mars, “ we need energy ; that we 
hav e. We need water; that we hav e. 
We need nitrogen; that we hav e. 
Carbon, p hosp hates... 
"I see no reason to ex clu d e, from 
ev ery thing we know, the p ossibility 
of the ev olu tion of life.” 
The imp ortant q u estion, he said , is 


whether water ex isted in a liq u id 
form on the p lanet long enou gh for 
the rand om combinations of p re-life 
ingred ients to come together and 
begin to ev olv e into self-rep rod u cing 
forms 
The measu rements were mad e by 
instru m ents aboard the V iking 
land er as it soared throu gh the at­ 
mosp here en rou te to its tou chd own. 
The amou nts rep orted by scientists 
were abou t 1,5 p er cent argon and 
abou t 3 p er cent nitrogen. After 
arriv ing on the p lanet, the land er 
saw a sp ectacu lar rock-strewn land ­ 
scap e with sand d u nes and craters in 


the d istance 
“ It remind s me of a ty p ical d esert 
scene in the Sou thwest, a terrain 
formed ov er heav ily erod ed lav a 
flows." said Dr. Alan Bind er, a 
member ol the land er p hotograp h 
team 
Bind er, who has liv ed in Tu cson. 
Ariz., for many y ears, said the p an­ 
oramic v iew sent back as the second 
of two Viking p ictu res Tu esd ay 
looked v ery mu ch like his home 
territory 
Thou gh the land ing site was east of 
a twisting channel formation that 
sc ie ntists had su ggested once 


cu rried flowing water, the ex p erts 
interp reting the first p ictu res said 
that theory eou ld n t be confirmed by 
what they saw 
“ I d on't see any thing that cries ou t 
for an argu ment of flu v ial (water- 
cau sed ) or d ep ositional p rocesses,” 
said Dr. Carl Sagan of Cornell 
Univ ersity . 
Whether the hu mmocky , sand y 
p lain might harbor liv ing organisms 
in its soil won’t be d etermined u ntil 
after V iking's telescop ing arm 
scoop s u p a samp le and d rop s it into 
the sop histicated biology lab it car­ 
ries.

The increase of grocery prices 
slowed in J une, rising only two- 
tenths of a per cent after jumping 
one per cent in May and six -tenths ot 
a per cen t in April, the Labor 
Departm ent said. 
Howev er, the departm ent said the 
im prov em ent w as offset by sharp in­ 
creases in the costs of a broad range 
of energy products, including gas­ 
oline. 
m otor oil. fuel oil, coal, 
natural gas and electricity .

The slowdown in the increase o

d id ate, which in som e respects is lik e bein g a has- 
been . on ly w orse. N ev ertheless, those who thin k 
abou t him at all an y m ore a re begin n in g to thin k 
abou t him m ore seriou sly . H e’ll n ot be the n ex t 
presid en t, certain ly , bu t he m ay be a tan gen tial far 
tor in d ecid in g who is. 
How? Lou is H arris has tak en a poll which in ­ 
d icates that 10 per cen t of the v oters fav or Mc­ 
C arthy in a three-w ay race w ith C arter an d an y 
R epu blican n om in ee. T hat’s abou t eight m illion 
v oters. W hat’s m ore, M cC arthy ’s forces believ e 
that C arter has com m ission ed a poll which in ­ 
d icates the in d epen d en t has 18 per cen t of the elec 
tora te ’s su pport T ha t’s 15 m illion v otes. Assu m in g 
that M cC arthy ’s su pport wou ld hu rt C a rte r m ore 
than Ford , the altern ativ e can d id ate cou ld tu rn a 
close N ov em ber ra c e in to a stu n n in g d isaster for 
the D em ocrats. 
W ell, ad m itted ly this is specu lativ e. P a rticu larly 
sin ce there has for m an y m on ths n ow been preciou s 
little in d ication from the popu lation that M cCarthy 
is so popu lar. A ctu ally , ev en the can d id ate will ad ­ 
m it on ly a m in ority of A m erican s k n ow who he is 
an d ev en few er a re aw are of his can d id acy . In a poll 
of 30 state officers (n ot gov ern ors) tak en at the re ­ 
cen t 
n ation al 
gov ern or’s con v en tion 
in 
Pen n ­ 
sy lv an ia, 18 d id n ot k n ow M cCarthy w as ru n n in g, 
three thou ght he’d d ied y ears ago an d two d id n t 
recogn ize the n am e a t all. 
This d espite the fact that M cCarthy has been ru n ­ 
n in g for presid en t alm ost forev er. When he retired 
from the Sen ate in 19 7 0, he also retired from the 
D em ocratic party an d form ed an altern ativ e called 
the C om m ittee for a C on stitu tion al P resid en cy . I t’s 
n ot a party , he say s, it’s a m ov em en t. Bu t n ot a 
v ery fast m ov em en t. A fter 18 m on ths of form al 
cam paign in g for citizen su pport M cC arthy is so 
lon ely he has to go to his closet to play with his 
shoes 
An d pu blic apathy has been on ly pa rt of the 
fru stration of the M cC arthy bid . As an in d epen d en t 
he is n ot au tom atically in clu d ed on state ballots, as 
a re the represen tativ es of the m ajor parties. So he 
m u st qu alify for the right in each state, which is 
u su ally d ifficu lt, alw ay s ex pen siv e an d som etim es 
im possible. E v ery sta te has its own laws gov ern in g 
the placem en t of in d epen d en t n am es on its ballots, 
an d often the laws a re the k in d that giv e d em ocracy 
a bad n am e. 
In West V irgin ia, for ex am ple, v oters who sign ed 
petition s for M cCarthy w ere au tom atically ex ­ 
pu n ged from the D em ocratic an d R epu blican roles, 
m ak in g them selv es liable to a $1,000 fin e if they 
tried (som e d id ) to v ote in an y prim ary 
In 
M ichigan , a cou rt ru led that M cC arthy ’s n am e on 
ballots wou ld “ clog the election sy stem .’’ In M as­ 
sachu setts, 
the M cCarthy bid was in v alid ated 
becau se too m an y of his petition sign atu res lack ed 
m id d le n am es or precise ad d resses. 
So it is, a y ear an d a half later: Gen e M cCarthy 
has qu alified in on ly six sta te s. The 100,000 
sign atu res he s gathered hav e cost him $200,000, or 
$2 a piece. He say s con fid en tly he will be on 40 
ballots by N ov em ber, bu t it is u n lik ely . To the con ­ 
trary , his cam paign shows n o sign s of catchin g fire.

WASHINGTON - The Bu reau of 
In d ian Affairs has treated the In ­ 
d ian s so shamefu lly that it ou ght to 
be abolished 
This is the secret con clu sion of the 
American In d ian Policy Rev iew 
Commission , which was established 
by Con gress a y ear ago to in v esti­ 
gate the fed eral gov ern men t s mis­ 
man agemen t of In d ian affairs. 
The in v estigation grew ou t of a 
series of d ram atic ev en ts, which 
began in Nov ember. 1972. As the v ot­ 
ers were goin g to the polls, a coali­ 
tion of In d ian grou ps arriv ed in 
Washin gton to protest in n u merable 
an d timeless griev an ces 
They first occu pied , then v an d al­ 
ized , then looted the bu ild in g hou s­ 
in g the BIA. They had d iscov ered 
hu n d red s of file cabin ets, which con ­ 
tain ed d ocu men tary ev id en ce of the 
bu n glin g, n eglect an d betray al that 
hav e characterized the white m an ’s 
treatm en t of the In d ian . An grily , 
they spirited the ev id en ce ou t of 
Washin gton . 
They later smu ggled the ev id en ce 
to u s, an d we wrote a series of col­ 
u mn s Then we presen ted the ev i­ 
d en ce to Con gress, testify in g how the 
In d ian s had been sy stematically rob­ 
bed of their lan d , timber, water an d 
min eral rights. 
Now the Rev iew Commission has 
con firmed the sord id facts. It is n ot 
sched u led to issu e a fin al report for 
sev eral mon ths, bu t its in terim fin d 
in gs are d etailed in a con fid en tial 
memoran d u m. 
The memo, written by the commis­ 
sion ’s d irector, Ern est Stev en s, to its 
chairman . Sen . Jam es Abou rezk , D.- 
S.D., accu sed the BIA of mishan d ­ 
lin g In d ian mon ey , n eglectin g their 
safety an d failin g to protect their 
property rights. The BIA stood by 


in d ifferen tly , the commission char­ 
ges, ev en while k n own mobsters rip­ 
ped off In d ian lan d . 


Here are the d etails: 
The Commission collected ev i­ 
d en ce that su bcon tracts to d ev elop 
lan d on In d ian reserv ation s in New 
Mex ico an d Arizon a were gran ted to 
firms con trolled by “ k n own u n d er­ 
world figu res ” In on e case, a 
d ev elopmen t corporation approv ed 
by the BIA han d ed ou t su bcon tracts 
to “on e of the m ajor figu res in 
organ ized crime lan d frau d opera­ 
tion s in the en tire Sou thwest," 
accord in g to sworn testimon y . 
Yet in cred ibly , In d ian Affairs 
Commission er Morris Thompson 
was u n pertu rbed . He wrote that the 
tran saction had occu rred ov er three 
.y ears ago an d , therefore, that “ the 
qu estion is n ow apparen tly moot 
The Rev iew Commission called for 
an in v estigation of the BIA s role as 
lan d tru stee an d “ the BIA person n el 
respon sible for approv al of property 
leases. ’’ 
Ev en more in cred ibly , the com­ 
mission cou ld fin d "n o fed eral agen ­ 
cy or au thority in possession of an 
accu rate assessmen t of the total fed ­ 
eral bu d get for In d ian s." 
The commission poin ted ou t, for 
ex ample, that the BlA’s bu d get “ is 
n ot recon cilable" with the amou n t of 
mon ey allotted by the White Hou se s 
bu d get office The BIA bu reau crats 
thou ght their bu d get for the cu rren t 
fiscal y ear was $9 18 million . Bu t at 
the White Hou se, the figu re was 
listed as $9 37.7 million . 
“ If $20 million is lost in n egotia­ 
tion s at the top," d eclares the memo, 
“ there is n o tellin g what gets lost on 
the way d own .” 
The memo also cites the case of 


the in d u strial park that was su ppo­ 
sed to be con stru cted on In d ian lan d . 
Ten y ears ago, the Papago-Tu cson 
Dev elopmen t Corporation leased 80 
acres for the d ev elopmen t. Althou gh 
“ sev eral hu n d red thou san d d ollars 
were in v ested in the project, the sec­ 
ret memo rev eals, “ tod ay the 80- 
acre tract is n othin g bu t weed s an d 
d u st.” 
The Papago In d ian s hav e also lost 
“billion s of d ollars in copper leas­ 
es,” charges the d ocu men t. In ad d i­ 
tion , “ massiv e amou n ts of fed eral 
fu n d s” hav e been wasted in other 
mean in gless an d frau d u len t pro­ 
jects.” 
The memo accu ses the BIA of 
in d ifferen ce toward In d ian abu se. 
The State of Ok lahoma, for ex am­ 
ple, alleged ly is “a hot bed of v iol­ 
en ce an d harassm en t” again st In ­ 
d ian s. 
The report cites the d ramatic in ci­ 
d en t of an In d ian boy who was arres­ 
ted last Febru ary on break in g-an d - 
en terin g charges 
A state men tal 
hospital ex amin ation rev ealed that 
the boy d isplay ed n o su icid al ten d en ­ 
cies. Yet a mon th later, he was fou n d 
d ead in his jail cell, han gin g by a belt 
which was n ot his own . On behalf of 
the family , the BIA relu ctan tly 
ask ed the FBI for help The y ou th’s 
paren ts hav e y et to hear an other 
word from either the BIA or FBI. 
The Rev iew Commission com ­ 
posed of fiv e In d ian s an d six m em­ 
bers of Con gress, will su bmit its 
fin al report to Con gress in Jan u ary 
Director Stev en s told ou r associate 
Terry Repak that the report will call 
for the establishmen t of a n ew In ­ 
d ian agen cy that wou ld be in d epen ­ 
d en t of the In terior Departmen t, 
which n ow ov ersees the BIA.

Q: Wasn’t Jimmy Carter’s mother a Peace Corps 
volunteer in China? — Mr. and Mrs. Frank Odum, Bir­ 
mingham, Ala. 
A: Right rumor — wrong country. A nurse. Mrs. Lillian 
Carter (widowed since 1953) signed to serve as a medical 
volunteer in 1966 to relieve her boredom. But it was in In­ 
dia, not China. 
Here’s how she broke the news to the Democratic 
nomine for President. “ Do you love me, Jim m y?’’ she 
asked her son. “ Yes, Mother. What the hell are you going 
to do now?” After she told him, she went through nine 
months of rigorous training in Chicago and told her Peace 
Corps superiors that she’d like to serve in India because 
“ the South has been so terrible to minorities.” 
Like any recruit, once there she was assigned to a 
specialty new to her — to teach “ family planning and con­ 
traceptive methods to unreceptive factory workers.” 
Finally the head doctor spelled out the facts of Indian sex 
life for her. “ Look,” he said, “ all these people have is 
sex. They cook and eat in one room They even have sex in 
that room in front of their children. They don’t know 
anything else. Don’t try and change things ” 
Lillian Carter suspected that the Indian doctor and 
others distrusted her because it was rumored that she 
was a CIA agent. She found conditions depressing and 
backward. “ Even vasectomies,” she observed, “ were 
performed without anesthesia.” 
Miss Lillian, now 77, told reporter Kandy Stroud she has 
one luxury — like Elvis Presley in his first flush of fame, 
she had a “ string of Cadillacs’’ over the years. Jimmy’s 
sister, on the other hand, is a distaff Evel Knievel. racing 
her Honda motorcycle through the quiet Georgia 
countryside — raising dust and eyebrows. 
Q: I’ve had such bad luck with my TV repairman. Is it 
true that in Mexico they deal very harshly with crooked 
ones? — Mrs. A. Patten, Omaha, Neb. 
A: True. Mexico has passed tough legislation to protect 
the consumer — giving jail terms to dishonest TV 
repairmen.

Q: Who was the first black player in the American

Robinson broke the color barrier in the National League 
with Brooklyn earlier that year. 
Q: I hear Henny Youngman has written another book. 
What’s it about ? — Leonard Hackman, Brooklyn. 
A: “ It’s about 160 pages long,” the comedian says. 
Titled “ Anonymously — By Henny Youngman,” it’s a 
sequel to a Bicentennial paperback the comic wrote 
which had a somewhat longer title: “ Come Celebrate the 
Bicentennial with Jokes Henny Youngman Told 200 Years 
Ago!”

DEAR DR. LAMB - My husband 
is 45 years old. 6 foot 3 and weighs 
190 pounds. He runs about eight 
miles a week in four periods, swims 
a mile three times a week plays ten­ 
nis at least once a week, often two or 
three hours chi Saturday and Sunday 
in summer. 
I am very conscious of nutrition 
and he has a good diet. Even so, for a 
number of years he has been taking 
vitamin supplements, including ex­ 
tra vitamin C (500 milligrams per 
day) which I don’t feel necessary in 
view of his balanced diet. 
Recently he had a company 
physical and has received $35 worth 
of pills with no explanation except to 
take daily He gets Cyclospasmol for 
his Raynaud’s disease which I as­ 
sume he will take only in coldest 
weather. The disease does not really 
bother him except that his fingers 
turn white when it is cold. He is to 
take Sterazolidin for his occasional 
complaints of tennis elbow, which 
has never been severe enough to pre­ 
vent him from accepting any invita­ 
tion to play. He also gets Colbenemid 
because on three separate occasions 
during a three week period his uric 
acid count has been high. He had 
been complaining about a sore se­ 
cond toe during the jogging and ten­ 
nis. 


The doctor who prescribed all 
these pills is a board certified inter­ 
nist and undoubtedly capable. But I 
feel that he may be catering to mild 
hypochondria and I am somewhat 
concerned about the interaction of 
all these pills, since at the moment 
my husband is taking all three in ad­ 
dition to his vitamins. Have you any 
comment? 
DEAR READER - Yes, I have a 
comment. I appreciate your concern 
but it is misplaced. It is easy for you 
to say your husband’s white fingers 
in cold weather don’t bother him but 
he may be a better judge of how his 
fingers feel. It so happenes that 
Cyclospasmol is not effective if used 
sporadically as you suggest only in 
coldest weather. 
Anyone, particularly a man, since 
men are more susceptible to its com­ 
plications, with abnormally high uric 
acid levels should be taking medicine 
to control it. This goes double if the

man has symptoms. Untreated high 
uric acid levels often lead to gradual

You needn’t worry about the in­ 
teraction of the various medicines 
and vitamins that your husband is 
taking. You are probably right that 
he doesn’t need the extra vitamin C 
but in that amount it is not likely to 
hurt him either. I would be more con­ 
cerned about the eggs you feed him 
regularly that you mentioned in the 
rest of your letter describing your 
healthy diet for him. 
It sounds to me if your husband is 
fortunate to have a good doctor who 
is doing his best to not only help your 
husband with his present problems 
but help keep him in good health for 
the future. You should be pleased, 
not concerned

NEW YORK (AP) - It 
was 18 7 7 , and at the 
Univ ersity of Milan the 
Italian astronomer Giov an­ 
ni Schiaparelli was look­ 
ing at Mars. 
Schiaparelli 
reported 
sighting thin lines crossing 
the surface of the red 
planet and he called them 
“ canaii.” He meant “ chan­ 
nels,” natural formations, 
but they soon becam e 
known as “ canals,’ which 
could imply they had been 
built by intelligent beings. 
That touched off a long 
scien tific 
controv ersy 
about the possibility of life 
on Mars that Viking I may 
help settle. 
The A m e r ic an as t ­ 
ronomer Perciv al Lo­ 
well, around the turn of 
the century , popularized 
the notion that the canals 
were the work of in­ 
telligent beings. The canals 
he saw in his telescope in­ 
tersected at what he called 
“ oases.” 
Lowell wrote that the 
canals were for tran­ 
sporting water and that 
they w e r e l e f t - o v e r 
ev idence of a civ ilization 
that liv ed on a planet much 
like earth. The idea was 
that the smaller red planet 


lost its atmosphere and 
consequently its water 
In his book “ The Cosmic 
C onnection,” 
Cornell 
Univ ersity 
astronomer 
Carl Sagan say s that when 
Schiaparelli was study ing 
Mars it was in an orbit 
relativ ely close to earth, 40 
million miles, but that the 
v iew was generally blurred 
and fuzzy . 
“ But there were mo­ 
ments when the earth s at­ 
mosphere steadied and the 
true detail of the disc ol 
Mars seemed to flash out, 
Sagan writes 
“ Schia­ 
parelli was astonished to 
see a network of fine 
straight lines cov ering the 
disc of Mars. 


“ He called these lines 
canali, which in Italian 
means channels Howev er, 
canali was translated into 
English as canals, a word 
with a clear imputation of 
design.” 
Lowell, brother of the 
poet Amy Ix iwell, became 
interested in the canals 
w h il e 
s e r v i n g 
as a 
diplomat in Chosen, now 
Korea. He returned to set 
up a priv ate observ atory in 
Flagstaff, Ariz., where he 
found the same canals,

“ The Martian civ iliza­ 
tion. Lowell imagined, had 
constructed an ex tensiv e 
network of canals to carry 
water from the melting 
polar caps to the habita­ 
tions in more equatorial 
climes,” Sagan say s.

Howev er, from this point 
on to the space age. some 
of

b e st 
v is u al 
astronomers, in rare mo­ 
ments of perfect v iewing, 
were able to resolv e the 
straight lines into a mul­ 
t itu d e of s p o t s and 
irregular detail — not 
canali or canals at all, Sa­ 
gan ex plains. 
And with such dev elop­ 
ments as the discov ery 
that tie polar caps are ac­ 
tually carbon diox ide and 
not water, the idea of ad­ 
v anced life of Mars faded.

D- 
La., arranged to day ’s 
meeting o f his co mmittee 
in respo nse to criticism o f 
the amendments as the 
Senate neared a v o te o n 
ex tending last y ear’s in­ 
div idual tax cuts at least 
thro ugh nex t J une. 
Unless the tax cuts are 
renewed, a fo ur-member 
family making $15 ,000 an­ 
nually wo uld face a tax 
hike o f $180 a y ear. Fo r a 
single perso n earning $8 - 
000, the increase wo uld be 
$182 and fo r a co uple with 
no children and earning 
$10,000, there wo uld be a 
$204 hike. A family o f fo ur 
earning $6 ,000 wo uld pay 
$445 mo re. 
Lo ng called his co mmit­ 
tee into sessio n after 
liberal senato rs attacked 
sev eral amendments to the 
tax bill as a windfall fo r 
special interests 
Sens. William Pro x mire, 
D-Wis., and Edward Ken­ 
nedy , D-Mass,, who are 
seeking to reco nsider so me 
o f the amendments, co n­ 
cede sev eral amendments 
no w being discussed are 
merito rio us 
But as a who le, Pro x ­ 
mire said, the amend­ 
ments are “welfare fo r the 
well-to -do .”

One o f the mo st ex pen­ 
siv e amendments being 
questio ned wo uld co st the 
Treasury an estimated $40 
millio n a y ear fo r the 
benefit o f the majo r o il 
co mpanies. The amend­ 
ment wo uld make certain 
that firms belo nging to the 
Iranian o il co nso rtium co n­ 
tinue to receiv e a U.S. tax 
credit fo r fo reign tax es 
paid o n their Iranian o il.

Last Wed nesd ay , 
the shaft was op ened and fou r v olu nteer recov ery team s 
began to claw their way toward s the bod ies

“ T here’s no light in the mine. The only lights are y ou r

The men were killed on M arch 11 when the mine was 
rocked by a m ethane gas ex p losion.

WASHINGTON (APi - 
No-fault divorce laws are 
leaving most women and 
children worse off finan­ 
cially than they would have 
been after separations un­ 
der other divorce plans, ac­ 
cording to a new study 
The reason is that most 
“states have balked at put­ 
ting a price-tag on the 
economic contribution of 
the person who has kept 
house and reared the chi- 
dren during the marriage, 
the report said. 
The 
hom em aker's 
contributions are credited 
with little cash value in 
contrast to skills developed 
during the marriage by the 
partner who worked out­ 
side the home, the National 
Commission on the Obser­ 
vance of Internatibnal 
Women's Year said in its 
report to President Ford 
“ One 1972 nationwide 
study of 133 couples 
divorced since 1968 showed 
that after alimony and 
child support payments are 
made, the economic status 
of former husbands im­ 
proves while that of 
former 
wives 
deteriorates,” said former 
Rep. Martha Griffiths, who 
headed a homemaker com­ 
mittee for the commission. 
The commission recom­ 
me n d e d to Ford that eco­ 
nomic value of home­ 
makers be considered in di­ 
vorce laws and in laws such 
as those governing Social Se­ 
curity and disability pay­ 
ments. 
The commission praised 
the concept of no-fault 
* divorce but said the way it 
Jis being administered in 
most states hurts women 
and children more than un­ 
der previous divorce stand­ 
ards. 
In the past, fault on the 
part of one spouse or 
¿another had to be proven 
before a divorce was 
¡granted. This gave the 
«spouse who was dependent 
?— in most cases, the wife 
maximum leverage to 
^ bargain for the best possi­ 
ble settlement, 
i The husband was often 


* willing to make a more 
* generous economic pay- 
•'ment in alimony or child 
support in exchange for 
getting out of the marriage 
without a contested court 
case, the commission said. 
This leverage was lost 
with fast-spreading use of 
' no-fault divorces, where 
either spouse can petition 
for ending the marriage on 
the single ground of 
“ irretrievable breakdown 
the commission said.

But per­ 
haps we should let these 
praters about “ dignity” 
know’ that we are not be­ 
ing taken in by their pious 
protestations. We do not 
need them to evaluate 
either the level or the sub­ 
stance of our dignity. It is 
an inherent quality w’hich 
comes from within us and 
from our life experiences. 
A person is dignified or he 
is not. Every American 
who has lived to age 60 and 
beyond is automatically a 
dignified person. 
The source of our self-re­ 
spect is the record of our 
performance as Ameri­ 
cans over these many 
years. A lifetime of strug­ 
gle is behind us. Wars 
which we fought have en­ 
nobled us, protected our 
country and its sacred 
institutions. Cities we have 
built serve as witnesses to 
our validity. Our children 
and our grandchildren 
carry the American dream 
forward because we made 
it possible for them to do 
so. 
During our lives, no task 
assigned to us has been 
shirked. We have been 
good, efficient workers 
We have been teachers and 
community leaders. Our 
very existence confirms 
our quality. It is imperti­ 
nent for the young to as­ 
sume that they can confer 
dignity upon us or with­ 
hold it from us. 
Roget’s Thesaurus in­ 
forms us that the noun 
“ dignity” means distinc­ 
tion. honor, decorum, no­ 
bility, repute. Every one of 
these synonyms describes 
us, the older Americans. 
Our distinction is clearly 
evident because of our ser­ 
vice. 


Now, therefore, let 
politicians understand 
this: Your vague promises 
about bringing dignity to 
our lives are meaningless 
words to us.

Digni 
tv we have Medical atten­ 
tion, at prices we can af­ 
ford, is what we need. An 
end to discrimination 
against the aged is what we 
need 
Now, also let appointed 
officials, in the field of 
health especially, under­ 
stand this: From you we 


want honest performance 
of your jobs. The nursing 
home scandals are your 
fault. Weaknesses in en­ 
forcement of hearing aid 
and optometrical and other 
health standards prove 
that you are indifferent to 
our needs An insult to any­ 
one of us seniors is an in­ 
sult to us all.

LUANDA. Angola (A P) 
— Besides the increasing 
threat of severe food shor­ 
tages and a lingering 
guerrilla war, the new 
Peo p le’s Republic of 
Angola faces racial and 
tribal unrest that daily 
grows more desperate. 
At the height of the re­ 
cent t r ia l of 
w hite 
mercenaries, just as the 
prosecutor was calling for 
the death penalty, blacks 
demonstrated in the down­ 
town streets because not 
enough black Angolans had 
been appointed to high 
posts in the Marxist 
regime proclaimed by the 
Popular Front faction that 
won the bloody civil war 
with the aid of some 15,000 
Cuban troops. 
The 
lighter-skinned 
mesticos, or mixed-blood 
peoples, are resentful 
because the newly arrived 
Cuban civilian adminis­ 
trators have taken over the 
best jobs in the “ middle 
bureaucracy’’ just below 
ministerial rank 
The few remaining white 
Portuguese, estimated at 
less than 8.000 in contrast 
to the 400,000 who ran the 
country only a year ago, 
are subject to constant in­ 
sult and abuse by both the 
blacks and the mixed blood 
Angolans, who wonder why 
they have not inherited the 
white man’s villas and big 
cars now that colonialism 
is ended. 


Tales of bouses being 
stripped with the occu­ 
pants standing helplessly 
by and cars being hijacked 
in broad daylight are too 
commonplace 
Many blacks already are 
squatting in the hillside 
villas abandoned by the 
Portuguese who fled to 
Lisbon. The government 
has given them 45 days to 
reoccupy their property or 
face confiscation, but few 
have been able to obtain 
entry visas to come back 
before the deadline at the 
end of July. 


“ People power not black 
power is our strength,’’ 
proclaim Popular Front 
posters urging racial unity. 
But with the capital break­ 
ing down little by little 
every day in a roar of un­ 
muffled exhausts and the 
cries of people trapped in 
elevators during the many 
power failures, the mes­ 
sage doesn’t come across. 


“ We were told that when 
the white imperialists left 
wages would be higher and 
prices lower," said An­ 
tonio, a Cape Verde 
Islander who came to fight 
in the liberation struggle 
but has since lost faith in 
the victory. 
“ But prices are higher 
and wages are lower and 
there is only meat three 
days a week in the market. 
My wife gets in line at 5 
a.m. and comes home at 2 
p.m. with one kilo — 2.2 
pounds — of pork, all she is 
allowed. Never beef or 
eggs ” 
Famine is gradually en­ 
croaching on the capital. 


once a city of half a million 
people, for a number of 
reasons directly connected 
with the racial and tribal 
turmoil. More than 60 per 
cent of the white Por­ 
tuguese farmers have 
abandoned their lands, the 
richest and largest in the 
southern 
vegetable- 
growing belt. 
The deep sea fishing 
boats don’t go out anymore 
because the returning Por­ 
tuguese fishermen stripped 
them of their radar, sonar 
and other navigational 
aids. No black captains 
were trained to read the 
charts of the hazardous 
deep sea fishing grounds, 
alive with tuna and red 
snapper, beyond the reef. 
Of the 32 high-speed, 
ultramodern fishing boats 
left behind in Luanda s 
Half Moon Bay, 16 were 
destroyed in a tidal wave a 
few months ago because no 
one could be found to sail 
them to safer anchorage. 
Only sardines and other 
shoal fish show up in the 
markets 
The’ Popular Front-run 
Angolan 
government, 
whose main strength is in 
the Kimbundu tribe, is try­ 
ing to rally the people to 
bring in the coffee harvest, 
the country’s most im­ 
portant agricultural ex­ 
port, once valued at a half­ 
billion dollars a year.

It remains to be seen 
how this year's fruit and 
vegetable crops will com­ 
pare with those of a year 
ago. Authorities who 
labeled 1975 “ the best 
growing year in a full gen­ 
eration" have made no 
prediction for the current 
season as yet. 
"But the mere fact that 
another 4,000.000 families 
have planted gardens for 
the first time this year (the 
number was 6.000.000 new 
vegetable gardens in 19751 
suggests that many home­ 
makers will also be into 
preserving foods for the 
first time," said Pauline 
Church, home service ad­ 
visor to a leading man­ 
ufacturer of food storage 
containers. 
Unlike the past two 
years, jar lids are ex­ 
pected to be available as 
needed. So anyone wishing 
to preserve by canning 
should have little trouble 
on that score. But not all 
vegetables take well to 
home canning 
Broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, cauli­ 
flower. (» lions, parsnips, 
turnips, and corn-on-the- 
cob are among those not 
recommended for canning 
All of these items freeze 
beautifully, however, as do 
most other vegetables and 
the many fruits available

tinct differences in taste, 
texture, and appearance, 
many homemakers like to

"Properly prepared and 
packaged, frozen vege­ 
tables are often hard to tell 
from fresh-picked, ’ said 
Ms. Church. 
Good results are vir­ 
tually assured, she said, if 
one has the right equip­ 
ment and follows recom­ 
mended procedures ex­ 
actly. As basic equipment 
she suggests the following: 
1 Food blancher or 


other large kettle for 
scalding vegetables. It 
takes a gallon of boiling 
water to scald one pound of 
veg eta bles, about two 
gallons for leafy vege­ 
tables The kettle should 
have a tight lid and a bas­ 
ket of perforated metal or 
fine wire mesh. Lacking a 
basket, vegetables can be 
placed in a cheesecloth bag 
for scalding and chilling. 
2. A dependable minute 
timer or clock 
3. Plenty of ice cubes or 
very cold running water to 
chill vegetables quickly 
after scalding and before 


packaging 
“ Some women find it 
convenient to use a clean 
Polly Flex dishpan for the 
ice water ba th,’’ Ms. 
Church noted, "rather than 
tying up their sinks. Either 
is fine, so long as you use 
plenty of water and keep it 
very cold ” 
4. An ample supply of 
clean, 
moisture-vapor- 
proof packaging in sizes 
and shapes to suit items 
being frozen 
"When in doubt, choose 
smaller containers." Ms. 
Church suggested. 
"By 
freezing in family meal- 


size amounts, you’ll make 
maximum use of space and 
also enjoy better eating. 
For company, you can al­ 
ways open a second con­ 
tainer.” 
5. Tape and mark for 
identifying and dating con­ 
tainers. Ordinary masking 
tape works well for label­ 
ing With it, use a water­ 
proof marker such as San­ 
ford’s Sharpie, the home 
service advisor suggested. 
6 A vegetable freezing 
chart that list scalding 
times for each kind. Look 
for this in any up-to-date 
general cookbook or in the 


freezer manufacturer’s in­ 
struction booklet. 
“ Except for diced 
onions, celery, and fresh 
herbs to be stored briefly 
and used as seasonings, 
vegetables must be scalded 
for a prescribed time to re­ 
tard enzymatic action and 
prevent spoilage while 
frozen,” Ms. Church em­ 
phasized 
Proper packaging is 
equally important. Resist 
the temptation to freeze 
any food in containers not 
intended for the purpose 
For example, those tubs 
made for cottage cheese 


and other dairy items are 
generally too thin to with­ 
stand the combination of 
sub-zero temperature and 
the expansion of contents 
that occurs with freezing. 
Each hairline crack will 
endanger the food inside 
Nor are all plastic bags 
and films moisture-vapor- 
proof as required for pro­ 
tection against drying. 
Though initially more ex­ 
pensive than throw-away 
materials, reusable con­ 
tainers are both practical 
and economical in the long 
run. Ms Church pointed 
out As convenient for stor­ 


ing leftovers, in the refrig­ 
erator as for protecting 
beans or broccoli in the 
freezer, they can with­ 
stand temperatures from 
minus 40 degrees to 243 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. 
"That means they may 
go safely into the top rack 
of a dishwasher and even 
into a microwave oven.” 
she explained. "You may 
also heat contents by set­ 
ting a container, lid re­ 
moved. in a pan of boiling 
water on a regular range 
And smaller sizes are a 
great convenience for 
packing lunch boxes.

Two 
games are slated Sunday, August 1 
and one, Houston at Kansas City, on 
Monday, August 2.

Over 80 
players are still in camp Aside from 
the running question of will the 
Rams get O.J. (Simpson), major 
interest centers on the quarterback 
position. 
Ja m es H arris has apparently 
recovered fully from the shoulder 
problems he encountered last year.

Three innovations will be put into 
operation with the beginning of the 
exhibition season.

This is to record the time it 
takes the offensive team to put the 
ball into play (a maximum of 30 se­ 
conds is allowed). 
The coin toss, which mysteriously 
has always been held about a half 
hour before game time (what you ve 
seen just before the game has been a 
reenactment) now will be held three 
minutes prior to kickoff and carried 
live on television to the fans in the 
stadium. 
Colorful ribbons, two inches wide 
and 36 inches long, will be attached 
to the top of each goal post upright so 
that kickers and fans can determine 
wind conditions. 
All referees will have micro­ 
phones to announce penalty informa­ 
tion to the fans in the stadium and on 
television. This was used in many 
games last season and will be in ef­ 
fect for all games this year. 
It all figures to make things more 
interesting for the spectators 
It would be nice if baseball could 
come up with a few things to make 
watrhing a game more interesting 
What we get are “ message boards 
crammed with nothing more excit­ 
ing than listings of some of the 
groups or individuals in attendance 
The only thing more boring is to sit 
down and start reading the tele­ 
phone book 
A 20-second clock could be used in 
the baseball parks With the bases 
unoccupied a pitcher is SUPPOSED 
to deliver the ball to the batter 
within 20 seconds. When the rule is 
violated, the umpire is SUPPOSED 
to call a “ ball 
Now that’s a rule I d like to see en­ 
forced. If a big 20-second clock was 
prominently displayed the umpires 
would HAVE to enforce it.

The scene in MGM s Stage 
29 was enough to stir a 
movie fan into a paroxysm 
of nostalgia. 
After all, 29. which is big 
enough to hide a blimp, 
was the site of endless 
musical numbers in the 
194(H>0 era when MGM's 
Leo was the indisputed 
king of the musical jungle. 
Eleanor Powell did her 
taps 
there. 
Kathryn 
Grayson and Jane Powell 
sang their hearts out. Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers 
staged their reunion for 
'The 
B a r k l e y s 
of 
Broadway. 
And in 1947 director 
Vincente Minnelli used 
Stage 29 for musical 
numbers with Judy Gar­ 
land and Gene Kelly in the 
Cole Porter musical, “ The 
P i r a t e . ” 
Among the 
visitors of the set was the 
Minnellis' young daughter, 
Liza. 
Flash forward to 1976 
and there is Liza Minnelli 
in a sleek black gown sing­ 
ing her heart out as an 
elev ated stage rises before 
600 cheering extras in tux­ 
edos and evening gowns. 
As in 1947. things went 
wrong. The camera boom 
went too far and knocked 
over a tableful of extras. 
The arc lamps in the 
catwalks took an inter­ 
minable amount of time to 
light. And suddenly it was 
discovered that Liza s 
black gown could not bo 
seen against the tuxedos of 
the Tommy Dorsey band. 
More delay while oper­ 
atives scurried to find a 
white dress. 
Martin Scorsese was 
overseeing all this with a 
nervous air. He is a small 
man with black beard, 
brooding Italian eyes and 
an intensity that matches 
his films ("Mean Streets,“ 
“ Alice Doesn t Uve Here 
Anymore 
"Taxi 
Driv­ 
er” ). Marlon Brando, who 
has never worked for him, 
recently termed Scorsese 
the best American direc­ 
tor . 
"This is all new to me. ' 
said the New York-born 
filmmaker as he surveyed 
the vast field of cast and 
crew. 
” I m used to 


shooting in the streets of 
Manhattan, 
where it’s 
much different. 
“ In New York you start 
setting up your camera and 
someone always says. Oh, 
shooting “ Naked City.“ 
huh?’ New Yorkers always 
think you’re filming 
‘Naked City’ even though 
the series has been off 
television for years. 
"Then you have to shoot 
fast, because somebody's 
going to ruin your shot. 
New Yorkers don’t give a 
damn whether you're try­ 
ing to make a movie or 
not. ” 
The name of Scorsese's 
new film is “ New York. 
New York,” produced by 
Robert Chartoff and Irwin 
Winkler for United Artists. 
Judging from the spectacle 
on Stage 29, the observer 
gets the impression that 
the big musical is back. 


“ But all of the numbers 
are on-stage in the pic­ 
ture,” said the director, 
meaning that they are per­ 
formed before audiences. 
He indicated that today s 
audiences will no longer 
believe that Gene Kelly 
could spontaneously 
go 
singing in the rain in a fullv 
orchestrated and choreo­ 
graphed number. 
Will the Hollywood 
musical come back? 
“ I don’t know,” Scorsese 
replied. “ If it does, I think 
it will need a quality of 
believabilitv That’s why 1 
am striving to do in this 
picture what 1 did in ‘Mean 
Streets,’ ‘Alice’ and ‘Taxi 
Driver’ — to develop an in­ 
terrelationship 
between 
the character so the situa­ 
tions seem real.” 


“ Vicente Minnelli was 
the best director," he said 
unqualifiedly. “ I liked 
(Stanley) Donen, too. Bus­ 
by Berkeley was good, es­ 
pecially in the numbers 
that were stories in 
themselves. 
‘Forty-second 
Street' was about as good 
a musical can be. My 
favorites were the pictures 
that were really dramas 
with music, like ‘The Man 1 
Love' with Ida Lupino and 
‘Lt>ve Me or Leave Me 
with Doris Day.

CHANGING CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE IN A CHANGING 
COMMUNITY 


The Pom ona C ham ber of (6mmer«*e ha« »’hanged lo 
keep pare with the changing need* of the com m unity. 
The (Chamber in a volunteer a**<»riation of business 
and professional (teople who unify through m em ber­ 
ship in the C ham ber to further the interests and eco­ 
nomic health of the entire com m unity. The identified 
need* of the com m unity, over the years, may lie noted 
by those program s which the C ham ber worked on most 
energetically at that tim e. 
Early Chamber Community Promotion 
In the early life *»f the com m unity, grow th was the 
m ajor goal and, therefore, the C ham ber, beginning in 
1887. worked at prom oting the new com m unity. Book­ 
lets and pam phlets with glowing descriptions extolling 
the virtues of Pom ona were printed and circulated na­ 
tionally by the C ham ber. Exhibit* were sponsored at the 
Chicago W orld Fair of 1891 and St. Louis W o rld's Fair 
«»f 1 W l . Advertising was run in San Francisco paper 
and weekly excursions from Los Angeles to Pom ona 
were held. 
Agricultural Interests Furthered 
D uring the years that agriculture was the m ajor in­ 
dustry of the area, the C ham ber's activities reflected the 
needs of agriculturalists. For instance, the w inter of 
1913 was the occasion of a deadly frost which was very 
costly to the agriculture of the area, so the C ham ber 
organized an effort to assure local w eather forecasts. 
This gave the citrus grow ers a chance to protect their 
trees and crops. 
A nother project the C ham ber worked on prior to 
> 
W orld W ar I <»f im parlance to the farm ing com m unity 
was flood control. They were able to achieve dam s in 
the San Antoni«» wash. Cood roads for the urea was a n ­ 
other ( hum her project. 
During the years of W orld W ar I the C ham ber a t­ 
tracted war industries t<» Pom ona, a forerunner <»f the 
industrial role of the city 3(1 years hence. 
During the C reat D epression the C ham ber «»rganized 
a program of prorating the work force to ease unem ­ 
ploym ent. 
Housing critical during MfWH 


W orld W ar II brought an im mense increase in the 
population of Pom ona with a num ber of defense plants 
operating in the valley and an influx of m ilitary person­ 
nel who were stationed in the area. Pom ona had a criti­ 


cal housing sh«»rtage during this period with residential 
building halted because of the war effort, and so the 
C ham ber worked at providing housing for newcom ers. 
M orale buihiing and other war effort projects were top 
pri«irity to the C ham ber during these years. 


Late in the war years, post-w ar econom ic planning 
was begun by the C ham ber. Because of these efforts 27 
new industries started operations in Pom ona in 1946 
while only two w ar-related industries left the area. The 
C ham ber had been successful in its task of continuing 
high empl«»yment levels for the area. 
Also during this era the C ham ber was active in push­ 
ing freeway construction to the area. The Pom ona 
Freeway was planned in 1949, and in 1954 the San 
B ernardino Freeway was dedicated through Pom ona. 
Healthy community means healthy business 
loday the C ham ber's em phasis is different because 
the com m unity's needs are different, but the underlying 
philosophy rem ains the sam e— the Cham ber is a volun­ 
tary »»rganizalion of business and professional people 
w ho support its work through annual m em bership 
fees. 
They believe that what is g«»od f«»r the com m unity is 
good for business, that a healthy com m unity means 
healthy business; and that businessm en, voluntarily as- 
s»»eiatcd in the C ham ber can and even should work for 
the good «»f the com m unity. 
T herefore, the C ham ber in Pom ona is involved in 
muny activities not traditionally thought to be the con­ 
cern of a business group: housing, beautification, crim e 
prevention, legislation at the state, county and federal 
levels, and education. 
O ther activities are urnre easily seen to be of direct 
benefit to the business com m unity and are m ore often 
thought of as C ham ber activities: industrial develop­ 
m ent. com m unity im age, and other program s lo assist 
business. 


Cooperative effort vital 
One im portant point has been noted by the business 
com m unity represented by the C ham ber and that is the 
city governm ent, school district. C ham ber and other 
group* must work c»»operalively. All are really working 
f«»r the sam e goals. 
I his annual report to the com m unity briefly de­ 


scribes some of the ways the C ham ber in Pom ona is a t­ 
tacking those problem s that affect us ail. 
During the years that Pom ona has changed from a 
quiet, sm all, rural, village to a busy, large, u rban. In­ 
dustrial center, the C ham ber has changed too, to m eet 
the changed needs of the com m unity. But throughout 
the years and throughout the changes the C ham ber has 
actively and diligently worked for all of the com m unity. 
The definition of its area of concern and activities that 
the Cham ber leadership has followed throughout the 
years is a broad definition, not a narrow one. And that 
has not changed. 


Chamber Gets Job 
Done In Government 


The C ham ber has been actively representing the 
com m unity and business in political affairs. 
The actions of legislative bodies outside of Pom ona 
cun and d«> have direct bearing on the econom y and 
w ell-being of Pom ona. The C ham ber, therefore, has 
spent tim e and effort studying, evaluating, suggesting 
and testifying about various bills, ballot propositions 
and legislative issues. 
The C ham ber has also been active in m aintaining 
two-way com m unications with our elected rep resen ta­ 
tives. Each elected official has. at least once in the past 
year, spoken to the Cham ber. A num ber of the C ham ber 
leaders have m ade trips to Sacram ento, Los Angeles 
and W ashington, D.C., where they have m et with our 
elected representatives. Results of surveys of the m em ­ 
bership on a num ber <»f legislative issues have been sent 
to our legislators as well as form al positions taken by 
the board of directors on various bills. 
The Legislative Action C om m ittee has thoroughly 
studied a num ber of legislative issues this year, includ­ 
ing public em ployee collective bargaining, school fi­ 
nance, land use, and tax m easures. 
The C ham ber actively opposed the com m on-situs 
picketing bill. This bill would have enabled a single 
union having a contract dispute to shut down an entire 
construction site. This would have added significantly 
t«> construction costs and have brought construction to a 
standstill. The C ham ber B oard took a strong negative 
position on this bill and contacted R epresentative 
Jam es Ldoyd and Senators Alan C ranston and John 
Tunney. Individual m em bers of the C ham ber also con­ 
tacted our elected representatives. The bill was defeat­ 
ed by Congress. 


Garey On Ramp 


Chum ber P resident Lynn R ountree, M ayor Ray I.e- 
pire and D irector of Public W orks R«»n K rauzer testi­ 
fied at State Highway Commission hearings in April re­ 
garding 
realignm ent of the South Garey 
Avenue 
on-ram p to the Pom ona Freeway. 
The C ham ber had been working on the m atter anti 
had been in touch with state officials about it for some 
tim e. The existing on-ram p is both unsightly and dan­ 
gerous. I ruffic m ust m erge from two lanes into one 
lane, cross the C orona Expressway by turning left, and 
then m ake an im m ediate right hand turn to reach the 
w est-bound Pom ona Freeway lanes. After the hearing, 
the State Highway Comm ission allocated $ 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 for 
the realignm ent project. C onstruction is expected to 
begin this sum m er.

Saves Residents 
$3,000 In 
Additional Sales 
Taxes 


I he Pom ona (.ham ber of Com m erce successfully o p ­ 
posed L.A. County Supervisor Baxter W ard's Sunset 
C oastline Rapid Transit Proposal and P ropositions R 
and I on the June Hth ballot. The m easures would have 
raised the sales tax in Los A ngeles County one cent to 
build a lixed rail rapid transit system . 


The proposed transportation system would have 
been built over a 3 0 year period and would have cost 
the taxpayers of L.A. County at least » 2 3 billion. The 
Cham ber believed that a one cent sales tax increase in 
U s Angeles County would have a devastating econom ic 
im pact on Pom ona's business condition. Further, it 
would restrict any future bonding capabilities of local 
governm ent over the next 3 0 years. All this withoul any 
im m ediate benefit to this end of the county, which 
would not receive any increased transit or be part of the 
rapid transit system . 


Leadership 
Retreat 


I he second annual Leadership Retreat was held by 
the Cham ber at Rancho California in April. M em bers of 
the Board of Education. City C ouncil, Board of Direc- 
tors of the Cham ber, business and staff m em bers were 
brought together for the purpose of seeking joint solu ­ 
tions to problem s affecting Pom ona's grow th, stability 
and liveabiiity. 


I hese annual retreats arc arranged to get all together 
in one place (fo r a long enough period of tim e to rcallv 
grapple with the issu es), those who are in a position to 
make and im plem ent decisions. Pom ona is one city w ith 
one set of problem s and one set of resources. City gov­ 
ernm ent, the school district ami businessm en have the 
responsibility as well as the authority to work on the 
problem s using the available resources. The Cham ber 
believes that it is essential for an efficient allocation of 
resources and realistic setting of priorities for the entire 
leadership of the com m unity to work together. The 
Cham ber believes that all three-groups (a s well as the 
com m unity as a w h ole) benefit im m easurably from 
these working sessions in which the leadership of the 
com m unity works, without interruption, for two days. 


At last year's retreat it wU- «, *• 
1 that the three 
m ajor problem s facing the com m unity which had top 
priority were com m unity im age, crim e prevention and 
beautilication. H aving set priorities at the retreat, com ­ 
m ittees were later form ed in each area, detailed plans 
and studies were com pleted, funding for the program s 
wus set, im plem entation was started and the three pro­ 
gram« arc now in various stages of com pletion. 
I hi« year'« retreat participants considered three 
mujor area«: econom ic developm ent, residential devel­ 
opm ent and education. Priorities were set and m eans of 
im plem entation were considered at the retreat. 
Ad Hoc C om m ittees arc presentlv heing organised 
and will begin holding m eetings this sum m er. 


Chamber Testifies 
at APCD Hearing 


Chamber President Lynn Rountree presented 
testim ony ut the February APCD hearing o p p o s ­ 
ing the suggested new source review rules. The 
suggested rules had been studied by the Chamber 


I rban Planning and Land I se s u b c o m m itte e . 
I bey tound the proposed new rules to be, in ef - 
feet, a tightly restrictive no-growth policy. 


In testifying as to tin* expected effects of the 
rules on Pom ona, Rountree stated, “ the rules, if 
adopted would seriously hamper the m ajor indus­ 
trial redevelopm ent program in Pom ona. Our 
goal in redevelopm ent is to attract new. clean in­ 
dustries which will be abb* to em ploy our existing 
labor force". 


I be A P (.I) is presently changing and redrafting 
the rules because of the protest. 


Crime Ad Hoc 
Committee Reports 


I he (.ham lier was deeply involved in the Crime 
Ad lloe Com m ittee. Members met to discuss the 
problem of crim e in the com m unity and ways in 
which to effectively deal with the situation. The 
findings und recom m endations of the joint com ­ 
m ittee were m ade public this spring. Specific ree- 
om m endutious included reassignm ent of patrol 
area«, juvenile diversion coordination und form a­ 
tion of neighborhood groups. 


Major Crime Drops 
in Pomona 


Major crim e in Pom ona dropped sharply in the 
first three m onths of the year. W hile m ajor crim e 
rose four percent during the first quarter of 1976 
nationally statistics from the FBI showed a 5.5 
percent decrease in Pom ona for the same period. 
H om icide was down tt 1.8 percent; rape down five 
percent; and residential burglary was down 14.3 
percent.

(/»operation betw een the three cities of Pom ona, C larem ont 
and l.a Verne has resulted in an effort to w ithdraw from the 
S outhern C alifornia R apid T ransit D istrict and to join the 
West Valley T ransit Service A uthority for tran sp o rtatio n ser­ 
vices. 
State legislation has been drafted and subm itted to both the 
Senate and Assembly T ransportation Com m ittees. It is the o b ­ 
jective of the joint effort to unite the available valley-w ide 
transportation system s into one service to better serve the 
needs of Pom ona Valley citizens. Com m unity representatives 
wilt be m eeting with S.C.H.T.D. officials to urge their support 
of the program . 


INDUSTRIAL TOURS 
To better acquaint key officials, city com m issioners, and 
staff m em bers on the num erous and diversified products m an­ 
ufactured in Pum oiia and problem s of business, city represen­ 
tatives participated in the C ham ber's City O fficials’ T our. 
M anufacturing facilities visited included N orthw est P aper (/»r- 
poration. G eneral D ynam ics, Revere E xtruders, and the P ro ­ 
gress Bulletin. 
In April, key representatives of the industrial developm ent 
profession from S outhern C alifornia were invited by the 
C ham ber to P om ona to personally tour P om ona's industrial 
land inventory and review P om ona's many assets; which are 
accountable for attracting many national m anufacturing firm s 
to Pom ona. W ork sessions were held with city staff, local busi­ 
nessm en and developers, and P om ona's in d u strial Land Inven­ 
tory and Statistics publication was distributed. 


INDUSTRIAL 
REDEVELOPMENT 
DISTRICT 


The study area bounded on the north by Mission 
Blvd, the south by the P om ona freew ay, west by 
R eservoir, east by the city line, ha* been identified 
as a desirable Industrial R edevelopm ent D istrict. 
The purpose of the district is to rem ove, over a period of 
tim e, non-conform ing industrial use: and to accom m odate in­ 
dustry looking fo r m ajo r S outhern C alifornia sites. 
W ith the direct ability to assist industry in its relocation 
a n d /o r expansions. P om ona will gain in additional jobs, sa­ 
laries, payroll and spendable incom e. 


Beautification 


The B eautification Ad Hoc C om m ittee has recently incor­ 
porated us a non-profit organization and has chosen a board of 
directors. D uring the past they have developed plans for the 
beautification of the city including street landscaping, u n d er­ 
grounding of utilities and entry m arkers. D uring the com ing 
year the thrust will be for increasing citizen involvem ent. The 
group sponsored the P om ona Hom e B eautiful contest which 
recognized a num ber of hom es fo r well kept exteriors and a 
num ber for m ajo r im provem ents. Two en tire blocks in Po­ 
m ona were also given recognitions for outstanding care and 
beauty. 
Ih e com m ittee is now form ing subcom m ittees and asking 
for citizen involvem ent. 


CAREER EDUCATION 


A com m ittee for C areer FZiucation was recently form ed, 
m ade up of representatives of the school district and C ham ber. 
T his group was form ed in response to a need identified during 
the C ham ber's F uture in Business Day program . 
The com m ittee is seeking to develop a career education pro ­ 
gram which, when im plem ented, will result in our Pom ona I n- 
ified School D istrict students being m ore aw are of the choices 
in the w orking world and how th eir interests and abilities will 
fit into this fram ew ork. T he com m ittee hopes to develop a pro­ 
gram which will help students to have realistic expectations of 
the w orld of business and to be b etter m otivated em ployees. 
1 he com m ittee hope* also to encourage closer relations be­ 
tween the student and the business world and the teacher and 
the business world through contact and exploration of dif­ 
ferent types of w ork. 


FUTURE IN BUSINESS DAY 


On April 29, 3 0 0 high school ju n io rs and seniors spent the 
day w orking at a jo b which m atched their career goals. F^ach of 
the students hud been interview ed by a m em ber of the 
C ham ber E ducation C om m ittee which sponsored the day, to 
best place each student in his chosen field. T he students not 
»»nly learned by doing but were able to get answ ers to such 
questions as what skills and education are needed, what w ork­ 
ing conditions are like and w hat career oppo rtu n ities exist in 
various fields. 


Teacher Internship Program 


At the recom m endation of the C ham ber's E ducation Com ­ 
m ittee, five teachers were placed in local businesses for a 
period of five days to expand and update th eir know ledge of 
business practices through o n -th e-jo b training.

In this B icentennial year, the C ham ber, 
at the Annual Installation and R ecognition 
B anquet, gave special recognition plaques to 
those businesses which have been located in 
Pom ona for fifty years or m ore. 
The officers and board of directors of the Pom ona 
C ham ber wish to express their appreciation to thest 
firm s for their years of dedication and service to the 
com m unity. 
T he C ham ber had the pleasure of giving a special 
aw ard to Claude W. Edw ards. President and Chief Ex­ 
ecutive O fficer of ALPHA BETA from 1944. 
in 1922 Mr. E dw ards, a senior at Pom ona High 
School, was injured playing football on the high school 
team , the Pom ona C ardinals. Due to the injury, he was 
unable to graduate from high school that year and took 
a job in a local grocery store — G errard's T riangle G ro­ 
ceteria (using the Alpha Beta system ). 
He has been honored m any tim es by the business 
com m unity and the academ ic com m unity. Mr. Edwards, 
am ong his m any honors has an honorary doctorate 
from Biola U niversity. He does not, however, have his 
high school diplom a from Pom ona High School. This 
om ission he has noted to colleagues at Alpha Beta when 
receiving oth er aw ards. The C ham ber was honored to 
correct this om ission — by presenting Mr. Edw ards 
with a diplom a from Pom ona High School, presented at 
the banquet by C. Allan Brasw ell. Pom ona Unified 
School D istrict Board m em ber.

POMONA CEMETERY ASSOCIATION was founded 
in 1882 by the Odd Fellows Lodge. O riginally occupy­ 
ing a sm all parcel of land at F ranklin and Towne, the 
grounds now cover 80 acres. R obert R anck is present 
m anager. 
In 1885, the Sunset T elephone and T elegraph Co. 
was established at 2nd Street and Park Avenue. Po­ 
m ona Valley Telephone and T elegraph U nion, known 
as Home T elephone Co., was established in 1902. The 
two later m erged and becam e part of GENER AL TEL E ­ 
PHONE. G eneral T elephone Division M anager is AI 
Sm ith. 
The Progress began in 1886, later m erging with The 
Bulletin to becom e the PROGRESS BULLETIN. The 
original location was at the corner of Main and 2nd 
Streets. B ob Bush is G eneral M anager. 


T he First N ational Bank of Pom ona in 1886, opened 
at 301 West 2nd Street. The next year, the bank p u r­ 
chased for $ 7 ,0 0 0 its present site at the northw est 
corner of 2nd and Main and erected in 1889, a three 
s to ry 
b ric k 
b u ild in g . 
Now 
p a r t o f U N IT E D 
CALIFORNIA BANK doing business at the sam e site. 
Frank Carr is presently a Vice President with the 
bank. 
In 1886 Allen P. Nichols opened a law office in Po­ 
m ona. A few years later he was joined in partnership by 
R. K. P it/er. T heir office was on the southeast corner of 
T hom as and Second. In 1913 Mr. P it/er left the prac­ 
tice of law to concentrate on the orange business and 
Mr. Nichols took as partners Burt Cooper and A.L. 
H ickson. T he firm of NICHOLS, STEAD, BOILEA l 
AND LAMB has three generations of practicing a tto r­ 
neys. R obert H ickson, son of the original partn er and 
his son David H ickson are presently with the firm along 
with D onald Nichols, Allen Nichols son. 


POMONA FIRST FEDERAL SAVINGS AND LOAN 
was opened D ecem ber 24, 1892. The original nam e was 
M utual Building and l,oan Association with C.I. Lor- 
beer as first secretary. It was located at 2 6 0 S. Thom as 
Street. IF.F. M ontgomery is now president. 
Justin W illiams, ow ner of WILLIAMS SIGNS CO. at 
1 1 1 S . H untington is the fourth generation of his fam ily 
to be in business in Pom ona. His great g randfather, A.J. 
Clogston had a carriage shop on T hird Street in 1893. 
His father and g randfather, M aurice G. W illiam s and 
Elgin W illiam s were painting contractors here in P o­ 
m ona who in 1930 started the sign business. 
A nother firm started before the turn of the century is 
W RIGHT BROS. AND RICE, founded in 1898 by J K. 
W right, A.L. W right and C.E. Rice on the corner of 2nd 
and Garey. The move to the present location at 2 5 2 S. 
Main occurred about 1932. So rm an C. Rice is present 
ow ner and m anager. 
POMONA BAKERY was founded around the turn of 
the century by B.K. G albreath. The present ow ner is 
Larry Cooper. 
Albert C. G errard opened G errard's Meat M arket at 
2 97 W . Second in 1900. Later, using the nam e Ger- 
rard ’s T riangle G roceteria using the Alpha Beta system, 
the grocery store was located at 3 2 9 W. Second. I he 
Alpha Beta system of alphabetical shelving of groceries 
becam e the first self service grocery, and then under the 
name ALPHA BETA, the first self service chain. 
CLARK BROTHERS GARAGE was founded in 1901 
by G. Earl Clark. It was located at 125 S. Main St. The 
firm was the first O ldsm obile dealership in the country. 
Now owned by Don Clark, the com pany is located at 
1100 East llo it Avenue. 
Pom ona Gas and Electric Com pany form ed in 1902 
and the Southern C ounties Gas Company established in 
1915 at T hird and G arey, later becam e SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA GAS COMPANY, still located on T hird 
near G arey. F. Ben W ilson is district m anager. 
A train wreck on C hristm as Eve, 1899 brought about 
the founding of Pom ona Valley H ospital in 1904 by 
Eliza B. R adbury. The first building was a 2 Vz story 
house on West Piedm ont Street which could serve 
twelve patients. The present m edical center adm itted 
over 14,000 patients last year. It is now a 17 acre facili­ 
ty with a yearly operating budget of 22 m illion dollars. 
Last year the hospital got a new look inside and out with 
the com pletion of a 8.5 m illion dollar expansion p ro ­ 
gram . R obert B u ru ell is Vice President and A dm inis­ 
trato r of POMONA VALLEY COMMUNITY H O SPI­ 
TAL. 
In 1906. Dr. A. Tenney Sm ith opened his practice of 
optom etry in Pom ona. Dr. Clifford H arn succeeded Dr.

joined the practice. Dr. H arn retired in 1965. 
In February of 1906, JOHN P. EVANS’ store wa* 
founded at tbe sam e site it now occupies, 269 Pom ona 
Mall West. John A. Evans is now ow ner of the store 
which is four tim es the size of the original shop. 
W .B. T odd's U ndertaking Office was established in 
1907. The original site was at 5 70 N. G arey, as is the 
present TODD MEMORIAL CHAPEL. Grace Todd is 
the president of the com pany today. 
David Ewart founded The H ub— I). Ewart & Son in 
Julv 1908 at 3 6 2 W . Second. R obert Ewart is present 
ow ner of EW ART'S MEN'S STORE. 
SOUTHERN

COMPANY 
opened in 1908 at 3 3 0 S. T hom as Street. Charles 
McDaniel is district m anager. 
Jam es G. Ferrell opened his insurance agency at 107 
S. Thom as in 1909. TH E FERRELL AGENCY is now at 
3 2 0 S. Thom as. D ayton F ling is the m anager. 
In 
1 9 1 7 , th e AUTO CLUB O F SO U T H E R N 
CALIFORNIA was established here. They began busi­ 
ness in a room in the C ham ber of Com m erce office at 
Second and Thom as. R.F. Schm idt is now m anager. 
In the fall of 1919, six laundry ow ners and their 
fam ilies gathered at Falibrook for a picnic, and decided 
to pool their experience and their 14 laundries to form 
SOUTHERN SERVICE COMPANY. Fred W hyte, ow ner 
of the Sanitary Laundry in Pom ona was one of the 
founders and president of the com pany for many years. 
Also known as Blue Seal, the home office is still located 
here in Pom ona. President G. G renville W hyte has been 


with the com pany for 38 years. 
W alter A. Booth Co. founded 
the firm known today as BOOTH 
BROTHERS INVESTMENT COMPANY in 
1920. They had offices in the First N ational 
B uilding and are persently on West Holt Avenue.

The com pany has w arehouses in Lindsey, Santa Paula, 
Yuma, Arizona; O rlando, Florida and associates and 
m anufacturing license arrangem ents with Spain, Italy, 
A rgentina and the M iddle F'atst.

Law rence Pollock founded POLLOCK’S FLOWER 
SHOP at 2 83 N. Garey Avenue in 1922. Nelson Pollock 
is present ow ner.

Now 
called W ILCOCK-HASTINGS BATTERY (ow ned by 
Robert C. W ilcttck and Paul H astings) the establish­ 
m ent is located at 2 9 4 N. Loranne.

Consumer 
Relations Bureau 


four years ago the Pomona Chamber of Commerce 
established the Consumer Relations Bureau to assist 
shoppers. The businesses realized that consumers do 
have occasional complaints and the merchants wanted 
to he able to resolve these problems locally. 
Since 1971 the Consumer Relations Bureau has been 
handling up to 300 problems annually and has success­ 
fully resolved over 95 percent of them. The program, 
which is funded by merchants, attempts to get the con­ 
sumer and the merchant to sit down together and dis­ 
cuss problem areas. 


1 he Bureau has a simple one-page complaint form 
for the consumer to fill out. A copy of this is sent to the 
merchant, who is asked to contact and discuss the prob­ 
lem with the customer. The store manager can usually 
correct the problem or at least provide a satisfactory 
explanation to the customer. 
The Consumer Relations Bureau suggests that in 
order to minimize problems, consumers should get all 
guarantees in writing, keep all receipts and cancelled 
checks, refuse to be rushed into a decision by a sales­ 
person, and go to the department manager or store 
manager if problems arise. The Bureau also suggests 
that merchants listen to customers’ problems and real­ 
ize that most are sincere in their complaints and that a 
customer will be the best or worst advertisement for a 
business, depending on how their problem is handled.

D U B L IN , I re la n d (A P ) - 
Britain's ambassador to Ireland was 
killed in Dublin today when a land 
mine blew up his car. A woman 
secretary also was killed and a top 
B ritish official from N orthern 
Ireland was critically wounded 


Ambassador 
Christopher Ewart- 
Biggs and Judith Cooke died in the 
blast that hit the car as it came out 
the gates of the ambassador's man­ 
sion on the outskirts of Dublin Brian 
Cubbon. the visiting official from 
Belfast, and the chauffeur were 
critically injured. 


E w art-B iggs, 54. a monocle- 
w earing O xford g ra d u a te and 
novelist, came to his post here from 
Paris less than two weeks ago. He is 


believed to be the first British of­ 
ficial killed in the Irish republic 
since the Irish war of independence 
in the early 1920s The British Em­ 
bassy in Dublin was burned four 
years ago by a mob enraged when 
British paratroopers killed 13 un­ 
armed civilians during a demonstra­ 
tion in Northern Ireland. 


Irish 
P rim e M in ister Liam 
C o sgrave held an em erg en cy 
meeting with his cabinet and said his 
governm ent viewed the killings 
“ with shock and revulsion.' Irish of­ 
ficials canceled their attendance at 
public functions and ordered flags 
lowered to half-staff on all public 
buildings. 
• The atrocity fills all decent Irish 
people with a sense of shame ' said 


Cosgrave. “The government is deter­ 
mined that all the resources at its 
disposal will be used to ensure that 
the perpetrators are brought to jus­ 
tice and face the full rigors of the 
law." 
In London, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said. "We have all been 
gravely shocked and grieved at the 
news, but we do not have full 
details." The spokesman said British 
Prim e Minister Jam es Callaghan 
would m ake a statem ent in the 
House of Commons later today. 
The Cosgrave statem ent said he 
had personllay expressed “ con­ 
dolences and regrets 
to Callaghan. 
Police said it was too soon to say 
whether the explosion was the work 
of the Irish Republican Army, the 
outlawed underground army waging 


a guerrilla war of bombs and bullets 
— violence aimed at ending British 
rule in Northern Ireland and uniting 
it with the republic. 
Officials said Miss Cooke was 
private secretary to Cubbon, who is 
resp o n sib le for im plem enting 
Britain’s continuing direct rule in 
Northern Ireland They had traveled 
here Tuesday night from Belfast on 
what was described as a routine fa­ 
miliarization trip 
Cubbon is re­ 
garded as the right-hand man to 
Merlyn Rees, the British minister 
directly responsible for Northern 
Ireland 
In the confusion after the ex­ 
plosion on a road about 150 yards 
from the gates of the ambassador s 
residence, first reports said the ex­ 
plosion was due to a booby-trap 
Bulletin 
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bomb in the car. Later, it was estab­ 
lished that the car ran over a land 
mine 
A passing janitor. Jim Markin, 
said he saw two men running across 
an adjoining field after the explo­ 
sion. 
“ I was coming round a corner 
when I heard a tremendous bang, 
he said. “ 1 ran toward it and saw two 
men sprinting across the fields. One 
of them wore a blue hat 
He said police were on the scene 
“ within seconds " 
The blast occurred just after the 
ambassador's car came out of the 
gates of the secluded mansion on the 
southern outskirts of Dublin and into 
Murphystown Road, en route to the 
British Embassy about eight miles 
away. 
____ 
The car. a Jaguar, was thrown into 
the air and landed upside down in the 
crater where the mine had been bur­ 
ied. 
Two Irish detectives were fol­ 
lowing the ambassador in another 
car. The blast sh attered their 
windshield, but they were not hurt 
Police immediately sealed off the 
area while a helicopter hovered 
above the scene Murphystown Road 
was blocked by the crater and the 
car lying on its back 
The blast hurled rubble 100 yards 
away. First estimates were that 
several hundred pounds of explosives 
had been used in the mine

Director Jam es F. Scearce of the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service summonded both sides to 
Washington for talks Thursday. 
“ It is extremely important that 
every effort be made to settle this 
dispute as quickly as possible m 
order to avert the loss of food 
crops." Scearce said. 
Ross Wurm of Califoria Proc­ 
essors. Inc.. said California produces 
all of the nation s canned apricots, 
cling peaches and fruit cocktail 
The state also turns out about 85 
per cent of the tomatoes, including 
peeled tomatoes, tomato juice, cat­ 
lap and tomato sauce, produced in 
the United States. Wurm said 
Cannery represen tativ es said 
there is no way to estimate the im­ 
mediate effects the strike will have 
on the p ric e s of the a ffected 
vegetable and fruit products. 
The processors, however, have 
larger supplies than usual sitting in 
warehouses and that could toughen 
their bargaining stand 
Freddy F. Sanchez, chief ne 
gotiator for the California Council of 
Cannery and Food Processing 
Unions, said he will go to Washington 
for the talks but that "in the interval, 
the strike will continue

Amin troops 
in rebellion 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - Two bat­ 
talions of Ugandan soldiers have 
rebelled against President ldi Amin, 
according to a report today in 
Kenya s leading newspaper which 
quoted anonymous sources 
The paper said the 2.000 soldiers 
vowed to “ fight to tht* death against 
Amin after they were ordered to in­ 
vade Kenya.

Viking 
detects nitrogen, argon gases 
Hint life could flourish on Mars 


PASADENA, Calif, (AP) — Th*> 
Viking 1 robot probe has detected 
nitrogen and argon gases in the Mar 
turn atmosphere in sufficient abun 
dance to make scientists more op­ 
timistic that life could flourish there 
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While not providing any evidence 
of life, past or future, the discovery 
bv the probe as it descended toward 
Tuesday's historic Mars landing 
.suggest that Mars had a denser, 
more life-nurturing environment in 
the past 
Together with Viking's findings 
from orbit that water once flowed in 
rivers on the planet, the discovery of 
nitrogen means that all the essential 
factors for life could have been pre 
sent at some time 
said Project 
Scientist Dr Gerald Soften. 
“ The stewpot was there to do the 
kind of organic chemistry required 
for biogenesis (synthesis of living 
organisms),' saidSoffen 
Whether 
it took place or not we don't know 
The presence of argon, an inert gas 
also found in the E a rth 's a t­ 
m osphere, is given off by the 
radioactive decay or elements in the 
planet’s crust The fact that Mars 
has a relatively large abundant* 
now, said Dr. Michael McElroy of 
Harvard University, indicates the at­ 
mosphere at one time was much 
denser 
From the abundance of argon, it 
can be deducted that nitrogen m ust 
have been present early in the 
planet s history he told a news con 
terence 
If you look at what we need for 
life," said McElroy, referring to 
Mars 
“ we need energy; that we 
have We need water, that we have, 
We need nitrogen; that we have. 
Carbon, phosphates . 
“ 1 see no reason to exclude, Iron» 
everything we know, the possibility 
of the evolution of life 
The important question, he said, is 


whether water existed in a liquid 
form on the planet long enough tor 
the random combinations of pre-life 
ingredients to come together and 
begin to evolve into self-reproducing 
forms 
The measurements were niude by 
instrum ents aboard the V iking 
lander as it soared through the at­ 
mosphere en route to its touchdown 
The amounts reported by scientists 
were about 1.5 per cent argon and 
about 3 per cent nitrogen 
After 
arriving on the planet, the lander 
saw a spectacular rock-strewn land 
scape with sand dunes and craters in 


the distance 
“ It reminds me of a typical desert 
scene in the Southwest, a terrain 
formed over heavily eroded lava 
flows.’’ said Dr. Alan Binder, a 
member ui the lander photogiapli 
team 
Binder, who has lived in Tut son. 
Ariz., for many years, said the pan 
oramie view sent back as the second 
of two Viking pictures Tuesday 
looked very much like his home 
territory 
Though the landing site was east of 
a twisting channel formation that 
sc ie n tists had suggested once 


carried flowing water, the experts 
interpreting the first pictures said 
that theory couldn't be confirmed by 
what they saw 
“ I don t see anything that cries out 
lor an argument of fluvial (water- 
caused) or depositional processes, 
said Dr 
Carl Sagan of Cornell 
University. 
Whether the hummocky, sandy 
plain might harbor living organisms 
m its soil won t be determined until 
after Viking s telescoping arm 
scoops up a sample and drops it into 
the sophisticated biology lab it car 
ries.

The Pomona school board Tuesday 
night reassigned eight elementary 
school principals, approved a 7 2 per 
cent pay hike for classified employes 
and approved an eight per cent raise 
for management and confidential 
employes 
After hearing from seven speakers 
from the audience, all of whom 
asked that their individual principals 
not be moved, the board voted un­ 
animously to approve the reassign- 
ments as recommended by the ad­ 
ministration. 
This action means that, effective 
Sept. If Harland Donahue will move 
from Lexington to Yorba, James 
Taylor from Washington to Lex­ 
ington, James Huffman from Arroyo 
to Washington, Jack Henkle from 
Allison to Arroyo, Wesley Rood from 
Armstrong to Allison, Bruce Shyer 
from Madison to Armstrong, Rodolfo 
Flores from Westmont to Madison 
and Lorin Anderson from Harrison to 
Westmont 
Administrators said they now were 
in the process of selecting a new 
principal for Harrison. Most of the 
principals affected by the board ac­ 


tion were in the audience. 
Members of Chapter 14 of the 
California School Employes Associa­ 
tion in the Pomona Unified School 
District met in the Education Center 
board room and ratified their one- 
year contract while the school board 
was meeting in the auditorium at 
Diamond Point Elementary School. 
Their contract was the last item on 
the board’s agenda and was ap­ 
proved by the board without discus­ 
sion when Acting Supt. Sidney Moses 
said it had been ratified by chapter 
membership. 
In addition to the salary increase, 
the new contract — the first 
negotiated in the Pomona district un­ 
der the state s new collective 
bargaining law — gives classified 
employes a $300 per year per in­ 
dividual increase in fringe benefits, 
up to $1.200 from $900, and it outlines 
employe-employer rights and. a 
grievance procedure. 
The salary and health and welfare 
benefits take effective Aug. 1. 
Chapter 14 represents some 1,100 
non-teaching district employes. 
S a la ries listed on the ad­ 
ministrative schedule reflecting the 


eight per cent increase range from 
$36,045 top for assistant superinten­ 
dents, $33,044 for directors, $31,887 
for senior high school principals. 
$29 649 for junior high principals and 
$28.975 for elementary school prin­ 
cipals. 
The board approved the pay hike 
for som e 230 adm inistrative 
employes on June 15 under a two- 
year agreement giving them the $300 
per year increase in fringe benefits, 
plus a six per cent pay increase in 
1977-78 and another $300 increase in 
fringe benefits. 
These employes are not eligible to 
join either of the employe groups 
with which the district must 
negotiate under the new collective 
bargaining law. Negotiations are be 
ing carried on with Associated 
Pomona T eachers, exclu sive 
bargaining agent for the districts 
1,022 certificated employes. 
In other actions, the board: 
—Listened to a progress report on 
the Discover Pomona campaign 
presented by Joe Gendron, president 
of the Pomona Chamber of Com­ 
merce. Gendron commented on the 
improved rapport between the school 


district, the city and the chamber 
and credited this rapport with 
parenting positive programs such as 
Discover Pomona, designed to im­ 
prove the image of the community. 
Gendron said the campaign, using 
advertising, a slide presentation, 
bumper stickers, balloons and a 
newsletter, was at the halfway point 
and would continue through 
November, and perhaps longer. 
—At the request of board member 
Ken Pine, who is forbidden to ride in 
automobiles 
while 
recuperating 
from surgery, agreed to hold board 
meetings through Aug. 17 at the Dia­ 
mond Point School. 
Board President Marv Montes 
directed the administration to place 
on the agenda for the next board 
meeting a proposal that board 
meetings be rotated at school sites 
around the district. 
—Set a public hearing on the 1976- 
77 final budget for Aug. 3 at 7:30 p. m. 
at Diamond Point school. 
—Agreed to fund August costs of 
Emergency School Aid Act basic and 
pilot projects of $34,500. Moses said 
there was a 99 per cent possibilit> 
both projects would be funded for 


1976-77 and the district should be in­ 
formed by Aug. 1. The district’s $18 
million 1976-77 application was ruled 
ineligible by the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare early 
in June. Moses said steps had been 
taken to meet HEW requirements, 
including a program to retest all 186 
children enrolled in Educable Men­ 
tally Retarded classes. 
—Withheld approval on a number 
of items calling for expenditures un­ 
til after a budget is set for 1976-77 
after member Gene Whitlock stated 
he would vote against any appropria­ 
tions against the future budget. 
—On a 4-1 vote, with Whitlock 
voting no, agreed to pay the $350 
registration fee to allow Ray L.

Airport has profitable 
venture going: farming!

The Chino Airport is receiving 
ground support for its financial 
operation 
That support is funds received in 
leasing 300 acres within the airport 
for farming. 
The San Bernardino County Board 
of Supervisors this week approved a 
six-year lease fee of $157.500 for a 
period starting Aug 1 and ending 
July 31, 1982. This amounts to $26.241 
per year. 
The airport just ended a five year 
lease for farm land at about $12.000 
annually, said county Supervisor 
Robert Townsend of Chino 
The farm lease funds go into the 
county general fund The airport 
then receives money from this fund 
for its operation. 
Airport officials said field crops 
are planted in areas not improved 
with runways, laxiways, hangars or 
airplane parking areas, 


San Bernardino County owns and 
operates the 800-acre airport located 
near Euclid Avegue and Merrill 
Street south of Chino. The airport 
handles about 180,000 flight opera­ 
tions per year. 
In another item, county supervi­ 
sors approved a $60,000 contract with 
the state to provide public health 
nursing services for senior citizens 
through June 30. 1977 
The county, however, must pro­ 
vide matching support for half the 
project. This may be in cash, facili­ 
ties or services, said Townsend 
The program will provide three 
public health nurses who will visit 
senior citizens housing and center 
facilities for health consultant ser­ 
vices. 
This will provide an outreach for 
the 8.214 senior citizens within the» 
county whose incomes are at or 
below the poverty level, said Town­ 
send.

Although the commission is ex­ 
pected to set a public hearing at 
night for concerned citizens to ex­ 
press their views on the In*loved 40- 
50-year-old trees, officials believe 
the meet mg Thursday will be well- 
attended by those seeking to save the 
trees, 
Fred Hawkins, director of parks 
and recreation 
will display core 
samples from both healthy trees and 
those showing heavy signs of heart 
rot. slime flux and other structural 
defects 


Hawkins also will display several 
sections of a 
14-inch-diameter 
branch sawed off an elm at the 
height of 20 feet. The branch, about 
25 feet long when it was cut and 
weighing 1,450 pounds, is clearly the 
victim of heart rot. 
The branch was cut off one of the

and property.”

Consumer prices 
take sharp jump

WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite a 
leveling off in food costs, consumer 
prices jumped five-tenths of a pei 
cent last month, driven upward by a 
sharp increase in the cost oi gasoline 
and other energy products, the 
government said today 
The June increase follows hikes ot 
six-tenths of a per cent in May and 
four-tenths of a per cent in April, 
closing out the second quarter with 
inflation rising at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 6.1 per cent 
That is about what F ord ad­ 
ministration economists have con­ 
sidered in the past to be the undet i\ 
ing inflation rate in the economy. 
The increase of grocery prices 
slowed in June, rising only two- 
tenths of a per cent after jumping 
one per cent in May and six-tenths ol 
a per cent in April, the Labor 
Department said 
However, the department said tru 
improvement was ottset b\ sharp in 
creases in the costs of a broad range 
of energy products, including gas 
oline. motor oil. fuel oil, coal, 
natural gas and electricity. 
Over-all. energy prices were up 1» 
per cent in June, accounting foi 
almost a third of the month’s in­ 
crease m the departments Con­ 
sumer Price Index 
Workers were hurt as well by a 
June decline in average weekly 
hours on the job. 
The Labor Department said the 
decline, amounting to six-tenths ot a 
per cent, plus the rise in retail prices 
resulted in a decline of one per cent 
in gross weekly earnings. 
Over all. consumer prices last 
month were 5.9 per cent more than 
they were during the same month a 
year ago. 
In an interview Tuesday, John 
K e n d ric k , 
the 
C o m m e rce 
Department’s chief economist, said 
*‘lt doesn’t look as if there will an ac­ 
celeration in price inflation at least 
for the next several months, because 
of the favorable farm and food 
prospects. 
For the month ot June, the Con­ 
sumer Price Index stood at 170. \ 
That means that the same variety of 
goods and services that cost $iuu 
1967 cost $17010 in June 
The five-tenths oi a per cent in­ 
crease* in the index last month was 
adjusted to account for normal 


seasonal influences. 
The slowdown in the increase oi 
grocerv prices reflected declines in 
,hc cost of beef and pork as well us 
fruit and vegetables. Prices for other 
foods, including eggs. coffee, bakery 
products, poultry and dairy goods ui- 


1 f A*sampling of prices showed that 
beef declined four-tenths of a per 


cent following a jump of 3.9 per cent 
in May.

But the biggest jump was for gas­ 
oline and motor oil, up 2.1 pet cent, 
and for fuel oil and coal, up 1.5 per 
cent after seasonal adjustment 
The average price of a gallon of 
regular grade gasoline rose 1.6 cents 
per gallon nationally to 59.2 cents. 
Premium prices rose 1.6 cents 
nationally to an average of 63 7 cents 
per gallon 
The cost of services last montn 
climbed six-tenths ol a pei tent, 
after rising four-tenths in May and 
five-tenths in April. This rellected 
sharp increases in charges for 
natural gas, electricity ami home re 
pair services, the government said 
Hospital and medical costs also con­ 
tinued to increase.

The Ontario City Council Tuesday 
night failed to reach agreement with 
city police officers on salary negotia­ 
tions but members did agree to con­ 
tinue negotiating sessions 
Representatives of the Ontario 
Police Officers Association went 
directly to the City Council after 
thev failed to reach an agreement 
with the council’s negotiator, Asst. 
City Manager Steve Julian 
Police are seeking a 14 per cent 
hike, including a 10 25 per cent raise 
in salaries and the remainder in 
fringe benefits. 
The city has offered a 9.35 per cent 
hike, including a 6.6 per cent salary 
raise and the remainder in fringe 
benefits. 
Under the city’s proposal, officers 
would receive the salary boosts in 
two increments, next October and 
January 
Stephen Silver, a Los Angeles at­ 
torney representing the association, 
requested the City Council to meet in 
a closed door session with associa­ 
tion representatives to see if an 
agreement could be reached before 
the two sides became “polarized.'' 
This met some initial opposition 
from Councilman Robert Abel who 
declared the council should not 
become the negotiator. 
He was joined by Mayor PaOl 
Treadway who agreed he was not 
ready to become an active party in 
the negotiations 
But Silver said he wanted the coun­ 
cil to give some guidance to its 
negotiator. “We have some ideas 
that may be able to resolve this 
delicate situation 
Council members Faye Dastrup 
and Beecher Medlin said they had no 
objections to the meeting, emphasiz­ 
ing they didn t want to take the 
negotiations away from Julian 
Following the regular council ses 
sion, police representatives then met 


with council members and some 
members of the city staff for 90 
minutes.

the final budget u* expected next 
month 
The biggest increase reflet ted in 
the revised estimate is for employe 
health and welfare bene tits which 
wilt be increased by $27,838 Next is 
an increase in the superintendent s 
salary by $2,350 followed by an uv 


creaae in insurance costs of $2.200. 
The district will be left with a 
contingencies fund of $257,182 


In other action the board decided 
to go along with Supt Don Sperry s 
recommendation that purchase of a 
new school bus for the district be put 
off indefinitely.

The untiring 
McCarthy 


There was a wisdom born of delirium at the 
Democratic Convention that no one now can stop 
Jimmy Carter from becoming the next president of 
the United States. But behind the happy faces con­ 
fidence was not quite so high. Not only are Gerald 
Ford and Ronald Reagan of concern, Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy is too. 
Eugene McCarthy? Though it came as a surprise 
to many in attendance at the convention, he to is 
running for president. The onetime Democratic 
senator is campaigning as an “ independent 
can­ 
didate, which in some respects is like being a has- 
been. only worse. Nevertheless, those who think 
about him at all anymore are beginning to think 
about him more seriously. He’ll not be the next 
president, certainly, but he may be a tangential far 
tor in deciding who is. 
How? Louis Harris has taken a poll which in 
dicates that 10 per cent of the voters favor Mc­ 
Carthy in a three-way race with Carter and any 
Republican nominee. That s about eight million 
voters. What’s more, McCarthy’s forces believe 
that Carter has commissioned a poll which in­ 
dicates the independent has 18 per cent of the elec­ 
torate’s support That’s 15 million votes. Assuming 
that McCarthy’s support would hurt Carter more 
than Ford, the alternative candidate could turn a 
close November race into a stunning disaster for 
the Democrats. 
Well, admittedly this is speculative. Particularly 
since there has for many months now been precious 
little indication from the population that McCarthy 
is so popular. Actually, even the candidate will ad 
mil only a minority of Americans know who he is 
and even fewer are aware of his candidacy. In a poll 
of 30 state officers (not governors) taken at the re­ 
cent national governor’s convention in Penn­ 
sylvania. 18 did not know McCarthy was running, 
three thought he’d died years ago and two didn t 
recognize the name at all. 
This despite the fact that McCarthy has been run­ 
ning for president almost forever. When he retired 
from the Senate in 1970, he also retired from the 
Democratic party and formed an alternative called 
the Committee for a Constitutional Presidency. It s 
not a party, he says, it's a movement. But not a 
very fast movement. After 18 months of formal 
campaigning for citizen support McCarthy is so 
lonely he has to go to his closet to play with his 
shoes 
And public apathy has been wily part of the 
frustration of the McCarthy bid. As an independent 
he is not automatically included on state ballots, as 
are the representatives of the major parties So he 
must qualify for the right in each state, which is 
usually difficult, always expensive and sometimes 
impossible. Every state has its own laws governing 
the placement of independent names on its ballots, 
and often the laws are the kind that give democracy 
a bad name, 
In West Virginia, for example, voters who signed 
petitions for McCarthy were automatically ex­ 
punged from the Democratic and Republican roles, 
making themselves liable to a $1,000 fine if they 
tried (some did) to vote in any primary 
In 
Michigan, a court ruled that McCarthy s name on 
ballots would “clog the election system 
In Mas 
sachusetts, the McCarthy bid was invalidated 
because too many of his petition signatures lacked 
middle names or precise addresses. 
So it is, a year and a half later . Gene McCarthy 
has qualified in only six states. The 100.000 
signatures he’s gathered have cost him 1*200,000, or 
$2 a piece. He says confidently he will be on 40 
ballots by November, but it is unlikely. To the con­ 
trary, his campaign shows no signs of catching fire. 
The candidate looks tired, his cash register is 
empty, his staff is uninspired One McCarthy ally 
wonder* if the campaign can make it through the 
summer. 
And yet, the polls say eight to 15 million people 
would vole for him. And his people say that if he 
won a couple of large states, such as New Jersey 
and Illinois, he could deadlock the election 
proceedings and throw it into the House of 
Representatives. 
Delicious isn't it? That the same Gene McCarthy 
who destroyed Lyndon Johnson and thereby created 
the Richard Nixon administration is once again of 
crucial strategic significance to the Grand Old 
Party.

WASHINGTON — The Bureau o? 
Indian Affairs has treated the In­ 
dians so shamefully that it ought to 
be abolished 
This is the secret conclusion of the 
American Indian Policy Review 
Commission, which was established 
by Congress a year ago to investi­ 
gate the federal government s mis­ 
management of Indian affairs. 
The investigation grew out of a 
senes of dramatic events, which 
began in November, 1972. As the vot­ 
ers were going to the polls, a coali­ 
tion of Indian groups arrived in 
Washington to protest innumerable 
and timeless grievances 
They first occupied, then vandal­ 
ized. then looted the building hous 
ing the BIA They had discovered 
hundreds of file cabinets, which con­ 
tained documentary evidence of the 
bungling, neglect and betrayal that 
have characterized the white man s 
treatment of the Indian. Angrily 
they spirited the evidence out of 
Washington 
They later smuggled the evidenc e 
to us, and we wrote a series of col 
umns Then we presented the evi­ 
dence to Congress, testiiying bow Um* 
Indians had been systematically rob 
bed of their land. Umber, water and 
mineral rights. 
Now the Review Commission has 
confirmed the sordid facts. It is not 
scheduled to issue a final report tor 
several months, but Its interim find 
ings are detailed in a confidential 
memorandum 
The memo, written by the com m is­ 
sion’s director, Ernest Stevens, to its 
chairman, Sen. James Abourezk, D- 
S.D , accused the BIA of mishand 
ling Indian money, neglecting their 
safety and failing to protect their 
property rights. The BIA stood by 


indifferently, the commission char­ 
ges, even while known mobsters rip­ 
ped off Indian land. 


Here are the details: 
The Commission collected evi­ 
dence that subcontracts to develop 
land on Indian reservatioas in New 
Mexico and Arizona were granted to 
firms controlled by “known under­ 
world figures ” In one case, a 
development corporation approved 
by the BiA handed out subcontracts 
to “one of the major figures In 
organized crime land fraud opera­ 
tions in the entire Southwest, 
according to sworn tesUmony. 
Yet incredibly, Indian Affairs 
Commissioner Morris Thompson 
was unperturbed. He wrote that the 
transaction had occurred over three 
years ago and, therefore, that the 
question is now apparenUy moot 
The Review Commission called for 
an investigation of the BIA s role as 
land trustee and “the BIA personnt 1 
responsible for approval of property 
leasc*s,M 
Even more incredibly, the com­ 
mission could find “no federal agen­ 
cy or authority in possession of an 
accurate assessment of the total fed­ 
eral budget for Indians 
The commission pointed out, for 
example, that the BIA s budget “is 
not reconeliable'’ with the amount of 
money allotted by the White House * 
budget office The BiA bureaucrats 
thought their budget for the current 
fiscal vear was $918 million But at 
the White House the figure was 
listed as $937.7 million 
“If $20 million is lost m negotia­ 
tions at the top,” declare* the memo, 
“there is no telling what gets lost on 
the way down 
The memo also cites the case of 


the industrial park that was supp<v 
sed to be constructed on Indian land. 
Ten years ago. the Papago-Tucson 
Development Corporation leased 80 
acres for the development. Although 
“several hundred thousand dollars 
were invested in the project, the sec­ 
ret memo reveals, “today the 80 
acre tract is nothing but weeds and 
dust *' 
The Papago Indians have also lost 
“billions of dollars in copper leas­ 
es,” charges the document. In addi 
tion, “massive amounts of federal 
funds” have been wasted in other 
meaningless and fraudulent pro­ 
jects.” 
The memo accuses the BIA of 
indifference toward Indian abuse. 
The State of Oklahoma, for exam 
pie, allegedly is “a hot bed of viol­ 
ence and harassment” against In­ 
dians. 
The report cites the dramatic inci­ 
dent of an Indian boy who was arres­ 
ted last February on breaking-and 
entering charges A state mental 
hospital examination revealed that 
the boy displayed no suicidal tenden­ 
cies Yet a month later, he was found 
dead in his jail cell, hanging by a belt 
which was not his own. On behalf of 
the family, the BIA reluctantly 
asked the FBI for help The youth’s 
parents have yet to hear another 
word from either the BIA or FBI 
The Review Commission com­ 
posed of live Indians and six mem­ 
bers of Congress, will submit its 
final report to Congress in January 
Director Stevens told our associate 
Terry Repak that the report will call 
for tiie establishment of a new In­ 
dian agency that would be indepen­ 
dent of the Interior Department, 
which now oversees the BIA 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Jimmy Carter is about to 
find out that his first 18 months of presidential politics 
were the easiest.

Q Wasn’t Jimmy Carter’s mother a Peace Corps 
volunteer in China? — Mr. and Mrs. Frank Odum, Bir­ 
mingham, Ala. 
A: Right rumor — wrong country. A nurse, Mrs. Lillian 
Carter (widowed since 1953) signed to serve as a medical 
volunteer in 1966 to relieve her boredom. But it was in In­ 
dia, not China.

They even have sex in 
that room in front of their children. They don’t know 
anything else. Don’t try and change things.” 
Lillian Carter suspected that the Indian doctor and 
others distrusted her because it was rumored that she 
was a CIA agent. She found conditions depressing and 
backward. “Even vasectomies,” she observed, “were 
performed without anesthesia.” 
Miss Lillian, now 77, told reporter Kandy Stroud she has 
one luxury — like Elvis Presley in his first flush of fame, 
she had a “string of Cadillacs” over the years. Jimmy's 
sister, on the other hand, is a distaff Evel Knievel, racing 
her Honda motorcycle through the quiet Georgia 
countryside — raising dust and eyebrows.

DEAR DR LAMB - My husband 
is 45 years old, 6 foot 3 and weighs 
190 pounds 
He rum about eight 
miles a week in four periods, swims 
a mile three times a week plays ten­ 
nis at least once a week, often two or 
three hours on Saturday and Sunday 
in summer. 
I am very conscious of nutrition 
and he has a good diet. Even so, for a 
number of years be has been taking 
vitamin supplements, including ex­ 
tra vitamin C (500 milligrams per 
day) which I don’t feel necessary in 
view of his balanced diet. 
Recently he had a company 
physical and has received $35 worth 
of pills with no explanation except to 
take daily He gets Cyclospasmol for 
his Raynaud's disease which 1 as­ 
sume he will take only in coldest 
weather. The disease does not really 
bother him except that his fingers 
turn white when it is cold. He is to 
take Sterazolidin for his occasional 
complaints of tennis elbow, which 
has never been severe enough to pre­ 
vent him from accepting any Invita 
tion to play. He also gets Colbenemid 
because on three separate occasions 
during a three week period his uric 
acid count has been high, He had 
been complaining about a sore se­ 
cond toe during the jogging and ten­ 
nis. 


The doctor who prescribed all 
these pills is a board certified inter­ 
nist and undoubtedly capable But I 
feel that he may be catering to mild 
hypochondria and I am somewhat 
concerned about the interaction of 
all these pills, since at the moment 
my husband is taking all three in ad­ 
dition to his vitamins Have you any 
comment? 
DEAR READER — Yes, 1 have a 
comment. I appreciate your concern 
but it is misplaced. It is easy for you 
to say your husband's white fingers 
in cold weather don’t bother him but 
he may be a better judge of how his 
fingers feel. It so happenes that 
Cyclospasmol is not effective if used 
sporadically as you suggest only in 
coldest weather. 
Anyone, particularly a man, since 
men are more susceptible to its com­ 
plications, with abnormally high uric 
acid levels should be taking medicine 
to control it This goes double if the

man has symptoms. Untreated high 
uric acid levels often lead to gradual

1 would be more con­ 
cerned about the eggs you feed him 
regularly that you mentioned in the 
rest of your letter describing your 
healthy diet for him. 
It sounds to me if your husband is 
fortunate to have a good doctor who 
is doing his best to not only help your 
husband with his present problems 
but help keep him in good health for 
the future. You should be pleased, 
not concerned

Canals, life on Mars 
caught imagination 


NEW YORK (A P) — It 
was 1877, and at the 
University of Milan the 
Italian astronomer Giovan­ 
ni Schiaparelli was look­ 
ing at Mars 
Schiaparelli 
reported 
sighting thin lines crossing 
the surface of the red 
planet and he called them 
“ canali.” He meant “ chan­ 
nels,” natural formations, 
but they soon became 
known as “ canals, which 
could imply they had been 
built by intelligent beings. 
That touched off a long 
scien tific 
controversy 
about the possibility of life 
on Mars that Viking 1 may 
help settle. 
The A m erican a s t­ 
ronomer P e rciva l Lo­ 
well, around the turn of 
the century, popularized 
the notion that the canals 
were the work of in­ 
telligent beings. The canals 
he saw in his telescope in­ 
tersected at what he called 
“ oases 
Lowell wrote that the 
canals were for tran­ 
sporting water and that 
they w ere le ft- o v e r 
evidence of a civilization 
that lived on a planet much 
like earth. The idea was 
that the smaller red planet 


lost its atmosphere and 
consequently its water. 
in his book “ The Cosmic 
Connection,” C ornell 
University 
astronomer 
Carl Sagan says that when 
Schiaparelli was studying 
Mars it was in an orbit 
relatively close to earth. 40 
million miles, but that the 
view was generally blurred 
and fuzzy. 
“ But there were mo­ 
ments when the earth’s at­ 
mosphere steadied and the 
true detail of the disc ol 
Mars seemed to flash out.’ 
Sagan writes 
“ Schia­ 
parelli was astonished to 
see a network of fine 
straight lines covering the 
disc of Mars.. 


“ lie called these lines 
canali, which in Italian 
means channels. However, 
canali was translated into 
English as canals, a word 
with a clear imputation of 
design.” 
Lowell, brother of the 
poet Amy Lowell, became 
interested in the canals 
w h ile 
s e rv in g 
as a 
diplomat in Chosen, now 
Korea He returned to set 
up a private observatory in 
Flagstaff, Ariz., where he 
found the same canals. 


some of them thousands of 
miles long. 
“ The Martian civiliza­ 
tion. Lowell imagined, had 
constructed an extensive 
network of canals to carry 
water from the melting 
polar caps to the habita­ 
tions in more equatorial 
climes,” Sagan says. 
“ The turning point of the 
arg u m en t 
was 
the 
straightness of the canals, 
so/ne of them following 
great circles for thou­ 
sands of m iles,” Sagan 
adds 
“ Such geometrical 
configuration. 
Lowell 
thought, could not be 
produced by geological 
processes.' 
However, from this point 
on to the space age. some 
of 
the 
best 
v is u a l 
astronomers, in rare mo­ 
ments of perfect viewing, 
wen* able to resolve the 
straight lines into a mul 
titu d e of spots and 
irregular detail — not 
canali or canals at all, Sa­ 
gan explains. 
And with such develop­ 
ments as the discovery 
that Ru polar caps are a* 
tually carbon dioxide ami 
not water, the idea of ad­ 
vanced life of Mars faded.

Grave marker is 
not Tom Paine's 


TIVOLI. N Y. (AP) — A marble tombstone thought pos­ 
sibly to mark Tom Paine’s final resting place apparently 
Is just the stone of an admirer, a researcher says 
The six-foot obelisk engraved “In memory of 
the 
Revolutionary War pamphleteer was unearthed at a farm 
near here Saturday. The opposite side of the stone bore a 
similar legend for one John G. Lasher. 
The discovery aroused excitement because scholars 
have been unable to locate Paine's grave. The author of 
“Common Sense” and other fiery tracts was buried at his 
New Rochelle, N.Y., farm in 1809. but when the body was 
moved to his native England several years later, 
authorities refused reburial and it met an unknown fate. 
Frances Gale, a college student doing research on 
Hudson Valley architecture, found a clipping from a 
Kingston. N.Y.. newspaper dated Sept. 9, 1874. that may 
explain the stone found here. 
She said the article described a visit by Lasher, “an ec­ 
centric individual residing near Madelin 
to a nearby 
marble yard Lasher, described as “a staunch follower of

Panel taking new 
look at proposed 
tax bill changes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee is taking a second 
look at dozens of amend­ 
ments that were written 
into a big tax bill last 
month, including several 
that benefit only one or two 
firms. 
Sen. Russell Long, D- 
La., arranged today’s 
meeting of his committee 
m response to criticism of 
the amendments as the 
Senate neared a vote on 
extending last year s in­ 
dividual tax cuts at least 
through next June. 
Unless the tax cuts are 
renewed, a four-member 
family making $15,000 an­ 
nually would face a tax 
hike of $180 a year. For a 
Single person earning $8,- 
000, the increase would be 
$182 and for a couple with 
no children and earning 
$10,000. there would be a 
$204 hike. A family of four 
earning $6,000 would pay 
$445 more. 
Long called his commit­ 
tee into session after 
liberal senators attacked 
several amendments to the 
tax bill as a windfall tor 
special interests 
Sens. William Proximre. 
D*Wis., and Edward Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass,, who are 
seeking to reconsider some 
of the amendments, con­ 
cede several amendments 
now being discussed are 
meritorious. 
But as a whole. Prox- 
mire said, the amend­ 
ments are “weltare for the 
well-to-do ” Kennedy said 
the 
package 
invites 
speculation that the lax 
laws are for sale to 
wealthy campaign con­ 
tributors. 
The amendments were 
proposed by one or more of 
the committee’s members 
and approved by the panel 
without hearings and with 
no public announcement of 
who would benefit 
Hut all were subject to 
scrutiny, before or after 
approval, by congressional 
and Treasury Department 
experts 
Sponsors usually cite one 
of two justifications (or the 
a m e n d m e n ts ,

together give hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of 
tax benefits to companies, 
individuals or investment 
groups 
An amendment is neces 
sary, sponsors saf, to 
relieve an unintended 
burden that grew out of a 
previous tax law change, 
or to provide an incentive

In a statement prepared 
for the hearing Long aauf 
the committee, because at

Opponents usually refer 
to amendments with which 
they disagree as loopholes. 
One of the most expen­ 
sive amendments being 
questioned would cost the 
Treasury an estimated $40 
million a year for the 
benefit of the major oil 
companies. The amend­ 
ment would make certain 
that firms belonging to the 
Iranian oil consortium con­ 
tinue to receive a U.S. tax 
credit for foreign taxes 
paid on their Iranian oil.

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Attempt to reach bodies in mine a tedious job 
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LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - H.N. Kirkpatrick is trying 
to rob a killer coal mine of the 11 men entombed there. 
’‘It s pitch dark, it’s damp.” Kirkpatrick says of the 
mine in southeastern Kentucky where 11 miners died in 
March. “It’s also depressing ’ 
Kirkpatrick, commissioner of the Kentucky Depart­ 
ment of Mines and Minerals, is involved in the long and 
tedious process of recovering the bodies from Scotia Coal 
Co.’s No. 1 Big Black Mountain mine at Oven Fork 
The mine was sealed because it was deemed too 
dangerous to try to remove the bodies. Last Wednesday, 
the shaft was opened and four volunteer recovery teams 
began to claw their way towards the bodies. 
So far, the recovery teams have moved 2,000 feet into 
the mine. They still have about three miles to go, which 
Kirkpatrick says will take about three months. 
“There's no iight in the mine. The only lights are your 


lamps on your head There s no oxygen. No power has 
been restored to the mine and we have encountered a few 
rock falls,” Kirkpatrick said in an interview Monday. 


The men were killed on March 11 when the mine was 
rocked by a methane gas explosion. Two days earlier. 15 
men had died in the same area of the shaft in another 
methane explosion. Their bodies were removed earlier 
The recovery teams are going into the mine about 500 
feet at a time, securing each area, then moving on. The 
volunteers work with masks on their faces and oxygen 
tanks on their backs. 
“I was the first one in,” said Kirkpatrick, 56, who spent 
15 years as an underground coal miner “The crews alter­ 
nate every hour because it s hard to work more than an 
hour with oxygen on.” 
Kirkpatrick said engineers have discovered “there s

restoration of 
defense cuts 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford is prepar­ 
ing to ask Congress to 
restore about $2.3 billion in 
funds it kept from his 
defense budget, according 
to administration sources. 
The money would go for 
Navy ships and research. 
The sources say Ford 
will also ask Congress to 
take back about $1 billion it 
approved tor other ships 
and planes he does not 
want now 
Further, the sources say, 
Ford will renew his appeal 
tor measures to hold down 
manpower cost increases 
and to sell surplus metals 
from 
the 
st r a t e g i c 
stockpile. * The actions 
would yield the Pentagon 
about $1 4 billion next year 
to help offset other 
spending, they calculate.

Rhodesia taking Car licensing officials liable in crash suits 
steps to curb 
flight of whites 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa (AP) — In an 
effort to stop a growing ex­ 
odus of whites alarmed at 
Mack guerrrllla warfare. 
Rhodesia’s white minority 
government has severely 
restricted the amount of 
money travelers may take 
out of the country. 
People traveling for 
business or pleasure may 
now take $500 out of 
Rhodeeia. a reduction of 
one-third, and the amount 
people may take when 
emigrating to another 
country was reduced to 
$1.600 from $8.000. 
One leading white politi­ 
cian. chief government 
whip Dennis Divaris, im­ 
mediately criticized the 
move, saying it would en­ 
courage frightened whites 
to flee rather keeping them 
in the country 
The travel money 
restrictions, part of an 
austerity budget approved 
by the Rhodesian parlia­ 
ment, were also seen as 
part of an attempt to slow 
the flow of foreign ex­ 
change reserves 
The restrictions came as 
figures were dislosed 
showing that Rhodesia had 
a net loss of 2,280 whites in 
the first six months of this 
year, compared with a net 
gain of 1.500 in the first 
half of 1975. 
Rhodesia, a landlocked 
country of about 5 7 million 
Macks and 270,000 whites, 
was a British colony until 
it unilaterally declared in­ 
dependence in 1965. Since 
then, the international 
community has imposed a 
series of economic and 
political sanctions in an un­ 
successful effort to get 
P r im e M inister Ian 
Smith’s government to 
agree to Mack majority 
rule. 
One such sanction also 
limits travel since in 
almost all countries a 
Rhodesian passport is not 
a c c e p te d . 


Pour years ago. Mack 
nationalists began waging 
guerrilla warfare against 
the Smith regime. Since 
the first of this year, guer­ 
rilla attacks have sharply 
increased against white 
motorists, rail lines and 
white butenean outposts 
Rhodesian 
security 
HUefs announced Tuesday 
that one white soldier and 
four guerrillas had been 
killed in clashes since Mon­ 
day They said two other 


blacks w ere killed by 
government troops, one for 
being in a curfew area 
after hours and the other 
for running away when 
challenged. 
The Rhodesian govern­ 
ment says 1.069 guerrillas 
and 132 police and soldiers 
have died in four years of 
warfare. 
Intelligence sources here 
say 
th e 
n u m b e r of 
guerrillas operating inside 
Rhodesia has increased 
from 80 last year to 1.300 
this month Many enter the 
country from bases in 
neighboring Mozambique, 
where a Marxist govern­ 
ment took power after the 
end of Portuguese rule last 
year. 
Eric Bone, head of the 
Rhodesian Travel Agents’ 
Association said Rhode­ 
sians were bitterly resent­ 
ful at the new travel 
restrictions, which he said 
m ad e them “ v i rt u al 
prisoners in their own 
country.” 
Whites leaving the 
country offer a variety of 
reasons. 
Some are fed up with be­ 
ing called to do military 
service as territorial 
soldiers up to four times a 
year Others believe there 
is no future for them — 
either under black rule or 
in the continuing conflict. 
Many of those who leave 
are young people in quest 
erf a new life elsewhere. 
‘‘We’ve become part- 
time civilians because of 
the war” said a young in­ 
surance clerk. “We spent 
so much time in the army 
that our careers are being 
jeopardized.” 
Most of the emigrants 
look to South Africa, 
R h o d e s i a ’s 
s out hern 
neighbor, as the best place 
to resettle. But South 
African authorities have 
been limiting visas for 
Rhodesians — apparently 
at the request of the Rho­ 
desian government. 
Moreover, young Rhode­ 
sians who move to South 
Africa to dodge the draft 
find t h e m s e l v e s i m ­ 
m e d i a t e l y l iable for 
military service in their 
new country. 
Many of the Rhodesians 
who stay put do it because, 
other than South Africa, 
there is no where else to 
go. The United Nations 
sanctions mean their green 
Rhodesian passports are 
not recognized by other 
governments.

Andrew Hricko of the 
Washington-based I n­ 
s ur a n c e I ns t i t u t e of 
Highway Safety says past 
decisions had all been in 
favor of the motor vehicle 
officials, with courts say­ 
ing they could not be sued 


for the performance of 
their government duties. 
But Hricko now sees that 
changing. 
He says the trend in­ 
dicates that courts are now 
accepting suits against 
motor vehicle commis­ 
sioners and other officials 
if driving licenses are is­ 
sued routinely. In other 
words, Hricko expained, 
motor vehicle commis­ 
sioners may have to show 
that they tried to identify 
drunk drivers or the men­ 
tally handicapped before 
issuing licenses if they are 
to avoid being sued. 
In one case, he said, the 


New York Court of Claims 
refused to dismiss a suit 
against the state motor 
vehicle commissioner, say­ 
ing the state failed to 
properly administer a pro­ 
gram of rehabilitation for 
drunk drivers. A partici­ 
pant in the program was 
granted a license and two 
days later crashed head-on 
into another vehicle 
“His blood test showed a 
blood-alcohol content ... 
more than 34 times the 
amount necessary for 
evidence of intoxication in 
New York,” Hricko wrote 
in a paper on the subject of 
liability of motor vehicle 


administrators. 
The state of Wisconsin so 
far has won the case in­ 
volving the overweight 
woman, but it is being ap­ 
pealed. The examiner had 
approved the license for 
the 5-foot, 1-inch woman 
who later was killed in the 
auto accident. 
A passenger in her car 
sued, claiming the driver 
could not manage and con­ 
trol the vehicle “due to her 
obesity.” 
Hricko said that “ in 
cases where persons have 
been 
s p e c i f i c a l l y 
prohibited by law from 
having such licenses, the 


administrator must take 
reasonable action to deter­ 
mine if applicants or 
licensees fall within these 
c a t e g o r i e s ( h a b i t u a l 
drunkards, narcotic ad­ 
dicts).” 
On the other hand, he 
said, administrators “will 
not be held liable for the 
exercise erf their discretion 
in the i ssuance of a 
driver’s license. There 
m u s t , 
h o w e v e r , 
be 
evidence that discretion 
was In fact exercised and 
that the issuance of 
licenses was not conducted 
in a routine or perfunctory 
manner.”

Growing older

Shortage of nurses 
problem for county 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
No-fault divorce laws are 
leaving most women and 
children worse off finan­ 
cially than they would have 
been after separations un­ 
der other divorce plans, ac­ 
cording to a new study. 
The reason is that most 
“states have balked at put­ 
ting a price-tag on the 
economic contribution of 
the person who has kept 
house and reared the chi- 
dren during the marriage, 
the report said. 
The 
h o m e m a k e r ' s 
contributions are credited 
with little cash value in 
contrast to skills developed 
during the marriage by the 
partner who worked out­ 
side the home, the National 
Commission on the Obser­ 
vance of Internatidnal 
Women's Year said in its 
report to President Ford 
“One 1972 nationwide 
study of 133 couples 
divorced since 1968 showed 
that after alimony and 
child support payments are 
made, the economic status 
of former husbands im­ 
proves while that of 
f o r m e r 
w ives 
deteriorates,” said former 
Rep. Martha Griffiths, who 
headed a homemaker com­ 
mittee for the commission. 
The commission recom­ 
mended to Ford that ea> 
nomic value of home­ 
makers be considered in di­ 
vorce laws and in laws such 
as those governing Social Se­ 
curity and disability pay­ 
ments. 
The commission praised 
the concept of no-fault 
* divorce but said the way it 
Jis being administered in 
most states hurts women 
and children more than un­ 
der previous divorce stand­ 
ards. 
In the past, fault on the 
part of one spouse or 
.another had to be proven 
before a divorce was 
¡granted. This gave the 
•spouse who was dependent 
f— in most cases, the wife 
maximum leverage to 
’ bargain for the best possi­ 
ble settlement. 
The husband was often 
to make a more 
0 generous economic pay- 
^ment in alimony or child 
support in exchange for 
getting out of the marriage 
without a contested court 
case, the commission said. 
This leverage was lost 
with fast-spreading use of 
no-fauit divorces, where 
either spouse can petition 
for ending the marriage on 
the single ground ot 
“irretrievable breakdown 
the commission said. 
The panel said only nine 
of the 46 states with no- 
fa u lt d i v o r c e s have 
enacted provisions calling 
for. a new division of 
property and of economic 
, support based on recogniz­ 
ing the homemakers con­ 
tribution.

The source of our self-re­ 
spect is the record of our 
performance as Ameri­ 
cans over these many 
years A lifetime of strug­ 
gle is behind us. Wars 
which we fought have en­ 
nobled us, protected our 
country and its sacred 
institutions. Cities we have 
built serve as witnesses to 
our validity.

The civil war has ended 
but things are not going 
sm oothly in Angola. 
Here Is a report by AP

At the height of the re* 
cent t r ia l of white 
mercenaries, just as the 
prosecutor was calling for 
the death penalty, blacks 
demonstrated in the down­ 
town streets because not 
enough black Angolans had 
been appointed to high 
posts in the Marxist 
regime proclaimed by the 
Popular Front faction that 
won the bloody civil war 
with the aid of some 15.000 
Cuban troops 
The 
lighter-skinned 
mesticos, or mixed-blood 
peoples, are resentful 
because the newly arrived 
Cuban civilian adminis­ 
trators have taken over the 
best jobs in the "middle 
bureaucracy” just below 
ministerial rank. 
The few remaining white 
Portuguese, estimated at 
less than 8.000 in contrast 
to the 400.000 who ran the 
country only a year ago, 
are subject to constant in­ 
sult and abuse by both the 
blacks and the mixed blood 
Angolans, who wonder why 
they have not inherited the 
white man’s villas and big 
cars now that colonialism 
is ended 


Tales of houses being 
stripped with the occu­ 
pants standing helplessly 
by and cars being hijacked 
in broad daylight are too 
commonplace 
Many blacks already are 
squatting in the hillside 
villas abandoned by the 
Portuguese who fled to 
Lisbon 
The government 
has given them 45 days to 
reoecupy their property or 
face confiscation, but few 
have been able to obtain 
entry visas to come back 
before the deadline at the 
end of July. 
” f*eople power not black 
power is our strength, ’ 
proclaim Popular Front 
posters urging racial unity. 
But with the capital break 
ing down little by little 
every day in a roar of un 
muffled exhausts and the 
cnes of people trapped in 
elevators during the many 
power failures, the mes­ 
sage doesn’t come across. 


"W e were told that when 
the white imperialists left 
wages would be higher and 
prices lower,” said An­ 
tonio, a Cape Verde 
Islander who came to fight 
in the liberation struggle 
but has since lost faith in 
the victory 
"But prices are higher 
and wages are lower and 
there is only meat three 
days a week in the market. 
My wife gets in line at 5 
a m. and comes home at 2 
p m with one kik> - 2 2 
pounds - of pork, all she is 
allowed. Never beef or 
eggs ” 
Famine1 is gradually en 
rroaching on the capital, 


once a city of half a million 
people, for a number of 
reasons directly connected 
with the racial and tribal 
turmoil. More than 60 per 
cent of the white Por­ 
tuguese farmers have 
abandoned their lands, the 
richest and largest in the 
southern 
vegetable- 
growing belt. 
The deep sea fishing 
boats don't go out anymore 
because the returning Por­ 
tuguese fishermen stripped 
them of their radar, sonar 
and other navigational 
aids. No black captains 
were trained to read the 
charts of the hazardous 
deep sea fishing grounds, 
alive with tuna and red 
snapper, beyond the reef. 
Of the 32 high-speed, 
ultramodern fishing boats 
left behind in Luanda s 
Half Moon Bay, 16 were 
destroyed in a tidal wave a 
few months ago because no 
one could be found to sail 
them to safer anchorage 
Only sardines and other 
shoal fish show up in the 
markets. 
The' Popular Front-run 
Angolan 
government, 
whose main strength is in 
the Kimbundu tribe, is try­ 
ing to rally the people to 
bring in the coffee harvest, 
the country's most im­ 
portant agricultural ex 
port, once valued at a half­ 
billion dollars a year. The 
plantation workers, mostly 
members of the northern 
Bakongo tribe, were the 
mam supporters of the los 
ing faction, the National 
Front for the Liberation of 
Angola. It was for this side 
that the white mercenaries 
fought 
With the Cubans in 
charge of the harvest, the 
government has emptied 
out the jails and resorted 
to press gangs to pack off 
the unemployed in trucks 
to the plantations because 
the offered wage of 80 es­ 
cudos — about $2.40 — a 
day is scoffed at by the 
regular hands, 
“ The Communist union 
leaders used to lead strikes 
against the Portuguese 
when they paid twice that 
much,” said a shipping 
agent who remembers 
when 4.000 ships a year 
called al Luanda as op­ 
posed to about one a week 
these days. 
One day recently a big 
downtown supermarket 
had only curry powder, 
dried milk and. ironically, 
American instant coffee on 
its shelves, and Danish 
caviar at 600 escudos — $20 
— a jar in the refrigerated 
show case. 
The line lour abreast out­ 
side was for a tiny tobacco 
shop around the corner 
that had cigarettes. 
Only one truck was un­ 
loading in the huge cargo 
area of the modern four- 
story central market. It 
was bringing a con­ 
signment of lettuce which 
lew people could afford. 
The few stalls open in the 
cavernous market building 
offered radishes, hot 
African peppers and some 
already decaying oranges 
Uiat had not fared well on 
the tedious journey to the 
capital by ferry and barge 
from the lush hinterland 
An American represen­ 
tative of a ptiarmaceutical 
house 
trying to gel his 
p revio u sly 
th riv in g 
Angolan outlet going again, 
reported that many 
Western businesses were 
going bankrupt because 


black Angolans refused to

At night the 
neon signs of a capitalist 
consumer society burn 
brightly over Luanda har­ 
bor — Peugeot, Ford, 
Kodak, Mobil, National 
Cash Register — but the 
showrooms are stripped 
and closed, and no one is to 
tell the watchman he need 
not turn on the lights 
anymore. 
The abandoned yachts of 
rich Portuguese playboys 
bob at anchor in the bay, 
like the toy soldier 


awaiting the return of Lit­ 
tle Boy Blue. 
Banditry, house bur­ 
glaries, armed robber­ 
ies of passing cars and 
trucks are daily oc­ 
c u rre n c e s 
in

countryside, where food is 
a bit more plentiful but 
work almost nonexistent. 
In Luanda, at least, the 
Cuban troops help keep 
order. 
"The Angolan army is an 
undisciplined 
rabble, ’ 
said a mixed blood univer­ 
sity professor. "Everyone 
who is not black is their 
enemy.” 


Americans especially 
are resented in a racial 
backlash fostered by the 
government radio's hourly 
denunciation of the white 
mercenaries as "racist 
pawns of the neocolonialist 
CIA.” 
One day the Western 
•journalists covering the 
mercenary trial, most of 
them British, went to a 
seaside restaurant with 
Robert Cesner and B ill 
Watson, the two American 
attorneys serving as 
defense counsels. A hand­ 
some woman in colorful 
printed African robes 


began screaming to the 
point of hysteria at the 
manager and waiters “ for 
playing servant to those 
bugs, those cockroaches, 
those Americans.” 
Other blacks began tak­ 
ing up the cry until the 
woman was escorted a way 
by two Cuban soldiers who 
always seemed to be at 


hand when the American 
lawyers ventured from the 
hotel.

An 
example is a molded des­ 
sert called steeple cream, 
popular among the more 
affluent colonists who 
e n te rta in e d often and 
lavishly.

Backyard chefs are mis­ 
sing a gourmet treat if they 
hesitate to grill pork chops 
The safe temeràture for 
cooking pork to avoid any 
danger of trichina organ­ 
isms has been lowered to 
165-170 degrees F. At that 
temperature, pork chops 
are still juicy and succu­ 
lent. 
If the pork chops you 
grill have previously been 
forzen for three to four 
weeks at 0 degrees F., you 
don't need to be concerned 
about trichina at all. 
Freezer temperatures de­ 
stroy any of the organisms 
that might have been pres­ 
ent. These chops can safely 
be eaten when they are 
even “ pinker” than the 165- 
170 degrees F., if desired 
Slow cooking is the 
secret to successful barbe­ 
cued pork. If your char­ 
coal grill doesn't have a 
temperature setting, this 
hand test is a fairly accu­ 
rate gauge:

It remains to be seen 
how this year's fruit and 
vegetable crops will com­ 
pare with those of a year 
ago. A u th orities who 
labeled 1975 “ the best 
growing year in a full gen­ 
eration” have made no 
prediction for the current 
season as yet. 
“ But the mere fact that 
another 4.000.000 families 
have planted gardens for 
the first time this year (the 
number was 0,000.000 new 
vegetable gardens in 1975) 
suggests that many home­ 
makers will also be into 
preserving foods for the 
first time,” said Pauline 
Church, home service ad­ 
visor to a leading man­ 
ufacturer of food storage 
containers. 
U nlike the past two 
years, jar lids are ex­ 
pected to be available as 
needed. So anyone wishing 
to preserve by canning 
should have little trouble 
on that score. But not all 
vegetables take well to 
home canning 
Broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, cauli­ 
flower, onions, parsnips, 
turnips, and corn-on-the- 
cob are among those not 
recommended for canning. 
All of these items freeze 
beautifully, however, as do 
most other vegetables and

“ Properly prepared and 
packaged, 
frozen 
vege­ 
tables are often hard to tell 
from fresh-picked,” said 
Ms. Church. 
Good results are vir­ 
tually assured, she said, if 
one has the right equip­ 
ment and follows recom­ 
mended procedures ex­ 
actly. As basic equipment 
she suggest s the following . 
1 
Food blancher or 


other large kettle for 
scalding vegetables. It 
takes a gallon of boiling 
water to scald one pound of 
vegetables, about two 
gallons for leafy vege­ 
tables The kettle should 
have a tight lid and a has 
ket of perforated metal or 
fine wire mesh. Lacking a 
basket, vegetables can be 
placed in a cheesecloth bag 
for scalding and chilling. 
2. A dependable minute 
timer or clock 
3. Plenty of ice cubes or 
very cold running water to 
chill vegetables quickly 
after scalding and before 


packaging. 
“ Some women find it 
convenient to use a clean 
Polly Flex dishpan for the 
ice w ater bath, ’ Ms. 
Church noted, “ rather than 
tying up their sinks. Either 
is fine, so long as you use 
plenty of water and keep it 
very cold ” 
4 An ample supply of 
clean, 
moisture-vapor- 
proof packaging in sizes 
and shapes to suit items 
being frozen. 
“ When in doubt, choose 
smaller containers.” Ms. 
Church suggested 
“ By 
freezing in family meal- 


size amounts, you’ll make 
maximum use of space and 
also enjoy better eating 
For company, you can al­ 
ways open a second con­ 
tainer.” 
5. Tape and mark for 
identifying and dating con­ 
tainers. Ordinary masking 
tape works well for label­ 
ing W'ith it, use a water­ 
proof marker such as San­ 
ford’s Sharpie, the home 
service advisor suggested 
6. A vegetable freezing 
chart that list scalding 
times for each kind. Look 
for this in any up-to-date 
general cookbook or in the 


freezer manufacturer’s in­ 
struction booklet. 
“ Ex ce p t for diced 
onions, celery, and fresh 
herbs to be stored briefly 
ami used as seasonings 
vegetables must be scalded 
for a prescribed time to re­ 
tard enzymatic action and 
prevent spoilage while 
frozen,” Ms Church em­ 
phasized 
Proper packaging is 
equally important. Resist 
the temptation to freeze 
any food in containers not 
intended for the purpose 
For example, those tubs 
made for cottage cheese 


and other dairy items are 
generally too thin to with­ 
stand the combination of 
sub-zero temperature and 
the expansion of contents 
that occurs with freezing. 
Each hairline crack will 
endanger the food inside 
Not are all plastic bags 
and films moisture-vapor- 
proof as required for pro­ 
tection against drying. 
Though initially more ex­ 
pensive than throw-away 
materials, 
reusable con­ 
tainers are both practical 
and economical in the long 
run, Ms Church pointed 
out As convenient for stor­ 


ing leftovers, in the refrig­ 
erator as for protecting 
beans or broccoli in the 
freezer, they can with­ 
stand temperatures from 
minus 40 degrees to 243 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. 
“ That means they may 
go safely into the top rack 
of a dishwasher and even 
into a microwave wen.” 
she explained. “ You may 
also heat contents by set­ 
ting a container, lid re­ 
moved. in a pan of boiling 
water on a regular range 
And smaller sizes are a 
great convenience for 
packing lunch boxes."

The (.ham ber has been actively representing the 
com m unity and buxine»» in political a ffa ir*. 
The actions of legislative bodies outside of Pomona 
cun and do have direct bearing on the economy ami 
w ell-being of P«>monu. The Cham ber, therefore, has 
spent tim e and effort studying, evaluating, suggesting 
and testifying about xari«»us bills, ba!l«>t proposition» 
and legislative imvuex. 
The Cham ber has also been active in m aintaining 
two-way com munications w ith our elected representa­ 
tive». hach elected official has. at least once in the past 
year, spoken to the ( ham ber.

Leadership 
Retreat 


The second annual leadership Helreat was held by 
the ( handier at Rancho («liforaiu in April. Members of 
the Board of Education, ( lit y Council, Board of Direc­ 
tors of the Chamber, business and staff members were 
brought together for the purpose of seeking print solu­ 
tions to problems affecting Pomona's growth, stability 
and Iheability, 


Ihese annual retreats arc arranged to get all together 
in one place (for a long enough period of time to realiv 
grapple with the issue»), those who are in a position to 
make and implement decision*. Pomona is one city with 
one set of problems and one set of resources, City gov 
eminent, the school district and businessmen have the 
responsibility a* well as the authority to work on the 
problems using the available rewourre*. The Chamber 
believes that it is essential for an efficient allocation of 
resource* and realistic setting of priorities for the entire 
leadership of the community to work together. The 
Chamber believes that all three groups (as well as the 
community as a whole) benefit immeasurably from 
these working sessions in which the leadership of the 
community works, without interruption, for two days. 


\t last year'* retreat it wu* 
.1 that the three 
major problems facing the community which had top 
priority were community image, crime prevention and 
beautification. Having set priorities at the retreat, com­ 
mittee* were later formed in each area, detailed plan* 
and studies were completed, funding for the program* 
wa* *et. implementation wa* started and the three pro­ 
gram* are now in various stages of completion. 
I his vear's retreat participants considered three 
mujor areas: economic development, residential devel­ 
opment and education.

In this Bicentennial year, the Chamber, 
at the Annual Installation and Recognition 
Banquet, gave special recognition plaques to 
those businesses which have been located in 
Pomona for fifty years or more. 
The officers and board of directors of the Pomone 
Chamber wish to express their appreciation to thes« 
firms for their years of dedication and service to the 
community. 
The Chamber had the pleasure of giving a special 
award to Claude W. Edwards. President and Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Officer of ALPHA BETA from 1944. 
In 1922 Mr. Edwards, a senior at Pomona High 
School, was injured playing football on the high school 
team, the Pomona Cardinals. Due to the injury, he wa> 
unable to graduate from high school that year and took 
a job in a local grocery store — Gerrard's 'I riangle Gro­ 
ceteria (using the Alpha Beta system). 
He has been honored many times by the business 
community and the academic community. Air. Edwards, 
among his many honors has an honorary doctorate 
from Biola University. He does not, however, have his 
high school diploma from Pomona High School. 1 his 
omission he has noted to colleagues at Alpha Beta when 
receiving other awards. The Chamber was honored to 
correct this omission — by presenting Mr. Edwards 
with a diploma from Pomona High School, presented at 
the banquet by C. Allan Braswell. Pomona Unified 
School District Board member. 
Following are those businesses which have been 
identified as having served Pomona since 1926 or earli­ 
er. 
In 1861. the Kancho San Jose Abaio was started bv 
Louis Phillips. Dudley Phillipa operates the present 
PHILLIPS LAND & CATTLE COMPANY located in the 
Progress Bulletin building. 
POMONA BHICK CO. was founded in 1873 at West 
9th Street and Buena Yista, the location of the business 
today. Presently owned by S. Bernard Strona, Pomona 
Brick is the oldest continuous business in Pomona, still 
operating under the same name at the same location 
after 163 years. 
POMONA CEMETEKY ASSOCIATION was founded 
in 1882 by the Odd Fellows Lodge. Originally occupy­ 
ing a small parcel of land at Franklin and Towne, the 
grounds now cover 86 acres. Robert Hawk is present 
manager. 
In 1885, the Sunset Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
was established at 2nd Street and Park Avenue. Po­ 
mona Valley Telephone and Telegraph Union, known 
as Home Telephone Co., was established in 1962. I he 
two later merged and became part of GENERAL TELE­ 
PHONE. General Telephone Division Manager is At 
Smith. 
The Progress began in 1886, later merging with The 
Bulletin to b e c o m e the PROGRESS BULLETIN. The 
original location was at the corner of Main and 2nd 
Streets. Bob Huah is General Manager. 
The First National Hank of Pomona in 1886, opened 
at 361 West 2nd Street. The next year, the bank pur­ 
chased for $7,666 its present site at the northwest 
corner of 2nd and Alain and erected in 1889, a three 
story brick b u ild in g . Now p art of UNITED 
CALIFORNIA BANK doing business at the same site. 
trunk Carr is presently a Vice President with the 
bank. 
In 1886 Allen P. Nichols opened a law office in Po­ 
mona. A few years later he was joined in partnership by 
R. K. Pilzer. Their office was on the southeast corner of 
Thomas and Second. In 1913 Mr. PiUer left the prac­ 
tice of law to concentrate on the orange business and 
Air. Nichols took as partners Burt Cooper and A.I.. 
Hickson. The firm of NICHOLS, STEAD, BOILEAU 
AND LAMB has three generations of practicing attor­ 
neys. Robert Hickaon, son of the original partner und 
his son David Hickaon are presently with the firm along 
with Donald Sichola, Allen Nichols' son. 


POMONA FIRST FEDERAL SAVINGS AND LOAN 
was opened December 24, 1892. The original name was 
Mutual Building and Loan Association with C.I. Lor- 
beer as first secretary. It was located at 266 S. Thomas 
Street. IW.F. Montgomery is now president. 
Juatin IVllliama, owner of WILLIAMS SIGNS CO. at 
I l l S . Huntington is the fourth generation of his family 
to be in business in Pomona. His great grandfather, A.J. 
Clogston had a carriage shop on Third Street in 1895. 
His father and grandfather, Maurice G. Williams and 
Elgin W illiams were painting contractors here in Po­ 
mona who in 1936 started the sign business. 
Another firm started before the turn of the century is 
WRIGHT BROS. AND RICE, founded in 1898 by J.h. 
W right. A.L. W right and C.E. Rice on the corner of 2nd 
and Garey. The move to the present location at 252 S. 
Alain occurred about 1932. \ormnn 
Rice is present 
owner and manager. 
POMONA BAKERY was founded around the turn of 
the century by B.K. Galbreath. 1 he present owner is 
Larry Cooper. 
Albert C. Gerrard opened Gerrard's Aleat Market at 
297 W. Second in 1966. Later, using the name Ger­ 
rard's Triangle Groceteria using the Alpha Beta system, 
the grocery store was located at 329 W. Second. I he 
Alpha Beta system of alphabetical shelving of groceries 
became the first self service grocery, and then under the 
name ALPHA BETA, the first self service chain. 
CLARK BROTHERS GARAGE was founded in 1961 
by G. Earl Clark. It was located at 125 S. Main St. The 
firm was the first Oldsmobile dealership in the country. 
Now owned by Don Clark, the company is located at 
1 166 East Holt Avenue. 
Pomona (»as and Electric Company formed in 1962 
and the Southern liounties (»as Company established in 
1915 at Third ami Garey, later became SOI 1IILRN 
CALIFORNIA GAS COMPANY, still located on Third 
near Garey. F. Ben U ilaon is district manager. 
A train wreck on Christmas Eve, 189*1 brought about 
the founding of Pomona Aallev Hospital in 196-1 by 
Eliza B. Radbury. The first building was a 2 Vi story 
house on West Piedmont Street which could serve 
twelve patients. The present medical center admitted 
over 14,666 patients last year. It is now a 17 acre facili­ 
ty with a yearly operating budget of 22 million dollars. 
Last year the hospital got a new look inside and out with 
the completion of a 8.5 million dollar expansion pro­ 
gram. Robert Burnell is Vice President and Adminis­ 
trator of POMONA VALLEY COMMUNITY HOSPI­ 
TAL. 
In 1966. Dr. A. Tenney Smith opened his practice of 
optometry in Pomonu. Dr. Clifford llarn succeeded Dr. 
S m i t h 
in 
1 9 2 6 . 
In 
1 9 4 6 DR. 
R O B E R T KETTENHOFEN 
joined the practice. Dr. llarn retired in 1965. 
In February of 19(W». JOHN P. EVANS’ store wa* 
founded at the same site it now occupies, 269 Pomonu 
Alall West. John A. F.vana is now owner of the store 
which is four times the size of the original shop. 
W .B. Todd's Undertaking Office was established in 
1967. The original site was at 576 N. Garey, as is the 
present TODD MEMORIAL CH APEL. Crace I odd is 
the president of the company today. 
David Ewart founded The Hub—-I). Ewart 8 Son in 
July 1968 at 362 W. Second. Robert F.wart is present 
owner of EWART’S MEN'S SI ORE. 
SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA 
EDISON COMPANY 
opened in 1968 at 336 S. Thomas Street, t harle* 
McDaniel is district manager. 
James G. Ferrell opened his insurance agency at 167 
S. Thomas in 1969. THE FERRELL AGENCY is now at 
326 S. Thomas. Dayton Kling is the manager. 
In 1917, the AUTO CLUB OF SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA was established here. They began busi­ 
ness in a room in the Chamber of (zmimerce office at 
Second and Thomas. R.F. Schmidt is now manager. 
In the fall of 1919, six laundry owners and their 
families gathered at Falibrook for a picnic, and decided 
to pool their experience and their 14 laundries to form 
SOI I HERN SERVICE COMPANY. Fred Whyte, owner 
of the Sanitary Laundry in Pomona was one of the 
founders and president of the company for many years. 
Also known as Blue Seal, the home office is still located 
here in Pomona. President 6. Grenville R hyte has been

with the company for 38 y e a rs. 
Walter V. Booth Co. founded* 
the firm known today as BOOTH 
BROTHERS INVESTMENT COMPANY in 
1926. They had offices in the First National 
Building and are persently on W est Holt Avenue. 
Jack Booth is a partner in the present business. 
Ben Hite garage opened on 16th Street in 1921. In 
1937, the middle of the Great Depression, Mr. Hite 
built his service station and garage at 675 East Mission. 
Now known as KRISS' GARAGE. Kriatapa Grinbert, 
who has managed the garage for a number of years, is 
the proprietor. 
POAIONA SHEET METAL WORKS came into exis­ 
tence in 1921. The metal works, at 1 16 S. Huntington, 
was founded b> Afax George. Its original location on 
North Gordon Street was acquired by the city for a heli­ 
copter site. Paul Pankivich is the present owner and 
operates the business with his son, Richard. 
The LOS ANGELES COUNTY FAIR ASSOCIATION 
was formed in 1922. C.B. Afflerbaugh was the first gen­ 
eral manager. G. Grenville R hyte is President of the as­ 
sociation this >ear with Phil Sheppard serving as general 
manager. 
THE RROGDEX COMPANY, 1441 W. 2nd Street, 


has been at the same location since its inception in 
1922. Founded by W.J. Wallace, the company is in­ 
volved in the manufacture of waxes and compounds. 
The companv has warehouses in Lindsey, Santa Paula, 
Yuma, Arizona; Orlando, Florida and associates and 
manufacturing license arrangements with Spain, Italy, 
Argentina and the Aliddle Last. B ,J. U allace, Jr. is 
present owner. 
Lawrence Pollock founded POLLOCK’S iLOWER 
SHOP at 283 N. Carey Avenue in 1922. Selaon Pollock 
is present owner. 
Bob's Auto Electric was opened at 2nd and lx»cusl 
Streets in 1923, owned by Robert B. W ilcock. Now 
culled WILCOCK-HASTINGS BATTERY (owned by 
Robert C. It ilcock and Paul llaalinga) the establish­ 
ment i*. located at 264 N. Loranue. 
The law offices of Allard and Mitchell were opened 
in 1923 and were the first tenants in the First National 
Building.

Chambers 
Consumer 
Relations Bureau 


Four years ago the Pomona Cham ber o f Commerce 
established the Consumer Relations Bureau to assist 
shoppers. The businesses realized that consumers do 
ha'e occasional com plaints and the merchants wanted 
to be able to resolve these problem s locally. 
Since 1971 the Consumer Relations Bureau has been 
handling up to 3 0 0 problem s annually and has success­ 
fu lly resolved over 95 percent o f them. The program , 
which is funded by m erchants, attem pts to get the con­ 
sumer and the m erchant to sit down together and dis­ 
cuss problem areas. 


I he Bureau has a sim ple one-page com plaint fo rm 
fo r the consumer to f ill out. A copy o f this is sent to the 
merchant, who is asked to contact and discuss the pro b­ 
lem w ith the customer. 1 he store manager can usually 
correct the problem or at least provide a satisfactory 
explanation to the customer. 
I he Consumer Relations Bureau suggests that in 
ord er to m inim ize problem s, consumers should get a ll 
guarantees in w ritin g , keep all receipts and cancelled 
checks, refuse to be rushed in to a decision by a sales- 
|M*rson, and go to the departm ent manager o r store 
manager if problem s arise. 1 he Bureau also suggests 
that merchants listen to customers' problem s and rea l­ 
ize that most are sincere in th e ir com plaints and that a 
custom er w ill be the best o r worst advertisem ent fo r a 
business, depending on how the ir problem is handled.
